WOULD FIGHT THE TRUSTS 


Tariff Would Be Modified to Prevent 
High Prices at Home—Sherman 
Law Would Be Enforced.

WASHINGTON, May 5.—Elliot Danforth 
of New York City, one of the closest po- 
litical advisers of David B. Hill and an inti- 
mate friend of Judge Parker, gave to THE 
NEw YORK Times to-day an interview which 
evidently is designed to put before the coun- 
try Judge Parker’s views on the issues be- 
tween the parties. 

Mr. Danforth, in the course of his inter- 


view, said that while recently a visitor at 
Esopus, N. Y., he had had a conversation 
with Judge Parker, in which the latter 
had expressed opinions, which briefly sum- 
marized are as follows: 

He is in favor of reducing customs duties 
wherever they shelter the trusts, and 
wherever they enable lawless capital to 
wring extortionate prices from the con- 
sumer. 

He insists that wherever American man- 
ufacturers by means of a monopolistic 
tariff are enabled to charge at home prices 
higher than those accepted abroad duties 
should be reduced. 

He would “smite the subsidy monster 
wherever it might lift its head.” He be- 
lieves that the solution of the trust prob- 
lem would be facilitated by a wise revision 
of the tariff. 

He would insist on the use ‘of State 
powers to regulate the trusts when these 
are within State boundaries. 

Wherever the inter-State law or anti-trust 
law was violated he would enforce the 
Federa! law. 

He would let the South solve its own prob- 
lems, and is in heartiest sympathy with it. 

The interview given out by Mr. Danforth; 
who is on his way to Virginia with Mrs. 
Danforth, follows: 

“Judge Parker is, in the judgment of 
men who understand the political situation, 


the only Democrat who can carry the State , 


of New York and is the only Democrat 
who can be elected President this year. 

“That is the reason why New York’s 
Seventy-eight delegates were instructed to 
vote for Judge Parker at St. Louis, and 
that is the reason also why Democrats of 
the South and West, who are willing to 
subordinate personal interests and personal 
resentments to the success of the party; 
are uniting with Democrats of the East 
in a con¢erted and consolidated effort to 
nominate the Chief Judge of the New York 
Court of Appeals as the Democratic can- 
didate for President. 


Parker Will Be Nominated. 


“It is now clear that Judge.Parker will 
be nominated at St. Louis, and the feeling 
is strong throughout the country that 
Judge Parker will be the next President. 

“I have known Judge Parker intimately 
for many years. I have been in touch 
with him since the time when, as a young 
man, he entered upon the career which, 
beginning in a modest way in the rural dis- 
tricts of New York State, has steadily 
advanced in dignity and pdéwer until Judge 
Parker now occupies the highest judicial 
office in the State—an office second only 
to a seat on the bench of the Supreme 
Court of the United States.

“There are some men who persist in be- 
ing judges in politics and politicians on 
the bench. Judge Parker is made of finer 
clay than these, and the people of New 
York and of the whole country rejoice 
that he is. His silence in recent years 
should not be intérpreted to indicate that 
he would, for any consideration, shirk re- 
sponsibility or seek safety in a policy of 
evasion. So long as he is on the bench 
Judge Parker prefers to deport himself in 
a manner befitting’ his exalted office. 

“His friends are Willing that his claims 
for political preferment rest, for the pres- 
ent at least, on his well-known devotion to 
Democratic principles, on his uniform loy- 
alty to the interests of his party, on his 
unwavering support of that party’s nomi- 
nees. on his generous financial contribu- 
tions in periods of stress, on his unblem- 
ished personal character, and, finally, on 
his altogether admirable discharge of the 
high judicial responsibilities imposed upon 
him. 

“Upon that record alone Judge Parker's 
friends have reason to believe that he will 
be given even higher honors than he has 
already attained. At the proper time Judge 
Parker will speak, and speak in no Uun- 
certain tone; and when he is heard Re- 
publicans everywhere will have reason to 
regret that his dignified silence was ever 
broken. 

“As one of his friends—as one who has 
discussed with him throughout a period of 
twenty years, from time to time, every 
question of public policy, domestic and for- 
eign—I want to say here, now, and right 
off, that Judge Parker’s views on the is- 
sues of this Presidential campaign will re- 
flect the solid sense of the American peo- 
ple and rally the Jefferson-Jackson-Tilden 
Democracy as one man to the support of 
his leadership. 

“In a conversation recently had with him

ably its benefits.

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IRISH LAD WINS 
THE METROPOLITAN 


Favorite Led All the Way in the 
First Big Race of the Year. 


GREAT CROWD AT THE TRACK 


Irish Lad Killed Off the Sprinters by 
Running the First Half in 48 Sec- 
onds—Toboggan Second, Bel- 
dame Third. 


Time alone withstood the assault of the 
Metropolitan Handicap in its thirteenth 
running at the big Morris Park race course 
yesterday when Irish Lad, popular favorite 
and top weight in the event, went. out to 
the front at the start and before the largest 
crowd that ever gathered on the course won 
from end to end after making his own pace 
from the first jump to the last. The actual 
time record for the race stood, in spite of 
the fact that Irish Lad, in winning, eclipsed 


in merit all earlier performances for the 
great event. Toboggan was second, as 
pronouncedly as Irish Lad won, and Bel- 
dame was third. y 
figures for attendance at the opening 
day of the Westchester Racing Associa- 
tion’s meeting fell far behind the returns 
yesterday, for even the conseryative esti- 
mate of racing officials numbered the crowd 
at thirty thousand, the gathering being one 
that filled the quarter of a mile of stands, 
from the clubhouse to the popular priced 
field stand far up the stretch, to the limit 
of their capacity, while the lawns from the 
paddock inclosure far up the track were 
packed by the multitude of visitors, intent 
on seeing all that was possible of the con- 
test for the first of the acceptedly great 
handicaps of the New York racing year. 
Genuine Spring weather favored the occa- 
sion, for there were sunshine, clear skies, 
and a pleasant'breeze to tempt patronage 
aside from the’ certainty of a fast track, 
and a contest by the best field of horses 
that any race has attracted to the starting 
post this year. Public patronage eminently 
was fitting to the occasion,\ and the fash- 
jionable world gave equally generous 
response, for while the densely packed 
special trains and the overloaded trolley 
ears were conveying the army of turf sup- 
porters to the scene of the race, the roads 
were lined with stylish traps, smart turn- 
outs, and puffing and snorting automobiles, 
each with a full load of holiday racegoers. 
A long line of fully equipped road coaches 
and vehicles of a similar nature lent color 
and life to the wayside scenes, and the 
coaches, parked during the running of the 
races in an inclosuré beside the saddling 
paddock, made a picture that was yastly

| ITALIAN EX-MINISTER FLEES. | 
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Signor Nasi Declared Guilty of Stealing 
Public Money. | 

ROME, May 5i.—There was a great sen- 
sation in the Chamber of Depuifes to-day 
at the conclusion of the Parliamentary in- 
quiry into the administration of Signor 
Nasi, ex-Minister of Public Instruction. 

The inquiry proved Nasi to have been 
guilty of the misappropriation of large 
sums of money, the falsification of docu- 
ments, the suppression of evidence, and 
continuous peculation. 

The Law Courts presented to the Cham- 
ber a demand that they be allowed to pro- 
ceed against Nasi and arrest Mim, but 
under the rules of the Chamber the dis- 
cussion of this demand was postponed until 
Saturday. 

Meanwhile the news that Nasi had been 
declared guilty of the charges against him 
spread, and the ex-Minister, believing all 
to be lost, fled. 

Nasi was a strong politician, and it was 
believed he was destined to become Pre- 
mier. The result of the Parliamentary in- 
quiry into his conduct has caused great ex- 
citement.

PETERSBURG, May 5.—The effect of 
the disaster to Russian arms on the Yalu 
upon the Chinese is being watched with 
keen interest and considerable apprehen- 
sion. The Russian Government appears to 
be satisfied -with the situation for the 
moment.

VALOR IN BOTTLING ATTEMPT. 


Japanese on Sinking Boats Refused 
to Raise White Flag. 


PORT ARTHUR, May 5.—The Japanese 
displayed desperate courage in their fire- 
ship attack on the night of Tuesday. 

The ships as they approached were di- 
vided into three groups, all heading straight 
for the entrance of the harbor. While still 
far from the shore they ran on the Russian 
mines, and they were under a murderous 
fire from the Russian batteries. Three 
terpedo boats followed the fireships to pick 
up the crews of the latter. 

When the first ship foundered the crew 
clambered up the mast, cheering for the 
Emperor of Japan as they went down. 
From the masthead of the second vessel 
as she began to sink her crew waved lan- 
terns to indicate her course to those astern. 
Their small boats, though soon riddled, did 


not raise the white flag. 

A Japanese sailor, who came ashore at 
Electric Hill, when summoned to surren- 
der, sprang forward with a revolver in 
his ‘hand and died fighting. 

Another Japanese sailor who was pulled 
out of the water tried to throttle himself 
with his necktie. 

One of the Russian rowboats which ap- 
proached a sinking ship for the purpose 
of saving her crew was met by small-arm 

ire. 

The Russian sailors showed every con-

RUMORS OF GREAT BATTLES. 


St. Petersburg Hears Russians Lost 
7,000 and Japanese 10,000 Men. 


LONDON, May 6.—A dispatch to The 
Central News from St. Petersburg says a 
rumor is current there that a second battle 
has been fought at Kiu-lien-Cheng, in 
Which the Russian loss was 7,000 and the 
Japanese loss 10,000 men, and which re- 
sulted in the Japanese being driven back 
in_ disorder. 

The dispatch adds that no confirmation 
of this report is obtainable.

The River Yalu at Wi-ju is 7,000 me- 
ters (7,600 yards) wide, and is divided 
into three streams. Of these the central 
stream alone requires bridging; the oth- 
ers are fordable waist deep. The Al 
River is fordable breast high and has a 
soft bottom. 

The Hu-san and Yulcha-san hills com- 
mand Kiu-lien-Cheng and the south bank 
of the Yalu and the Yushu-kan hills 
command the Yalu below Hu-san. 
Hohmu-tang commands four roads which 
converge there. 

The Yalu runs in a single stream at 
Suku-chin, which is thirteen miles above 
Wi-ju. Kiu-lien-Cheng is sixty meters 
above the Yalu. 

The position of the Russian forces was 
as follows: Batteries were placed on the 
heights of Antsu-han and Niang-nin- 
Chin, with cavalry patrols. Strohg forces 
were at An-tung, Kiu-lien-Cheng, Ma- 
kau, and Yushu-kau, and mounted in- 
fantry and guns at Hu-san and Yulcha- 
san. They had outposts at Cheun-song- 

Do and opposite Suku-chin, and there 

was an intrenched rallying point at 

Hohmu-tang. 


On April 27 the Guards Division of the 
Japanese Army crossed to Kuli-do, where 
rifle fire drove the Russians from Hu- 
san. The Second Division crossed to 
Cheun-song-Do, both operations being 
assisted by artillery fire from the south 
bank of the Yalu. 

On April 28 two companies of guards 
crossed by boat to Hu-san and drove the 
enemy from Yulcha-san. The Russians 
intrenched the right bank of the Ai. 


On April 29 the Twelfth Division dis- 
persed the enemy opposite Suku-chin and 
began to build a bridge, while the guards 
began to build a bridge to Hu-san. An 
artillery engagement took place between 
Kiu-lien-Cheng, while a Japanese naval 
flotilla searched the right bank to Niang- 
nin-Chin. 


On April 30 the Twelfth Division, 
crossing at Suku-chin, occupied the 
heights on the left bank of the Ai, the 
Second Division sent a strong reconnais- 
sance to Cheun-song-Do, which drove 
out the Russian outposts, while the Rus- 
sian artillery was silenced by the Jap- 
anese from the south bank. The Rus- 
sian guns at Ma-kau, opening on the 
guards’ bridge, were silenced by the 
guards’ artillery, the bridge was finished, 
and the guards crossed to Hu-san, while 
the naval flotilla searched the right bank 
to Antsu-han. 


On May 1 the Russian guns at Ma-kau 
were subjected to a heavy fire from the 
south bank. Meanwhile the Twelfth Di- 
vision, with a front exteRding over four 
miles, crossed the Ai, stormed the posi- 
tions at Yushu-kau and Ma-kau, and 
swept round to the northeast of Kiu-lien- 
Cheng. The guards crossed from Hu-san 
and moved direct on Kiu-lien-Cheng. 

The Second Division followed the 
guards, but turned south along the Yalu 
toward An-tung. There the Russians 
were attacked by the flotilla, and, seeing 
their communicatiofis threatened, re- 
treated to Hohmu-tang, whither also the 
Russians retired from Kiu-lien-Cheng. 

The guards moved direct on Hohmu- 
tang, the Twelfth Division approached 
on the east, and the Second Division on 
the southwest, while the reserves moved 
along ‘the Kiu-lien-Cheng—Liao-Yang 
road.

$50,000,000 JAPANESE LOAN. 


Half to be Issued Here Through Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. and Half in Lonodn. 


LONDON, May 5.—Further inquiries show 
that a Japanese loan of $50,000,000 will be 
issued next week. It will take the form of 
feven-year 6 per cent, bond, and the issue 
price probably will be 93%, the security be« 
ing a first charge on the Japanese customs, 

The loan will be issued simultaneously in 
New York and London. It was definitely 
arranged this afternoon that one-half the 
Japanese loan will go to the United States; 
and it was understood that Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co. will handle it in America. 

The Stock Exchange put a nominal premi- 
um of 1% on the projected loan this after+ 
noon. 

M. Takahashi, the Japanese fidanctal 
agent in London, says the money will not 
be sent to Japan, but will be employed in 
paying the balance of trade. He adds that 


in his opinion no other loan will be re- 
quired by Japan before the conclusion of 
the war. 


Confirmation of the report that Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co, will underwrite a part, probably 
half, of the Japanese loan, comes from au¢ 
thoritative quarters. It is undersf§od that 


certain leading financial interests will be 
associated with Kuhn, Loeb & Co. Jacob 
H. Schiff, head of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., is in 
London, it is said, to arrange ‘for the loan. 


RUSSIAN LOAN SUBSCRIBED.

Issue of $200,000,000,

GEORGE MILLER 1S 
FOUND IN FAR WEST 


Heir to Brooklyn Grocer’s For- 
tune Ill at Sacramento. 


HIS PENNILESS WANDERINGS 


After Search of Four Years, Wayward 
Son’s Relativ:s Locate Him in 
L-ospital. 


George Miller, missing heir of the Miller 
estate in Brooklyn, who disappeared in a 
mysterious manner about four years ogo, 
Was located in California yesterday, He 


is in the Sacramento County Hospital, and 
is just recovering from an attack of typhoid 
fever. 

For some time after leaving home he 
knocked about the West, penniless. , The 
difficulties he experienced left him a phys- 
ieal wreck, but his health is building up 
again rapidly. The executors of the estate 
and the lawyers employed by his family 
have spent thousands of dollars trying to 
Xocate him, and they were greatly elated 

isterday when ‘they received news that 

was alive. Miller is still ignorant of the 
,act that he has a fortune awaiting him in 
Brooklyn, for he has not yet learned that 
his “father, Charles Miller, the wealthy 
Williamsburg grocer, died a few weeks ago. 
He probably will be apprised of the fact in 
a day or two, and then will learn.that there 
is’at least $100,000 awaiting him. It is be- 
lieved by the members of his family ard 
his friends that he is without funds in Cali- 
fornia, but to-day a sufficjent sum will be 
placed at his disposal to relieve his imme- 
diate wants. 

When the news 
reached the Miller home, 
Avenue, Brooklyn, there 
ing in the family. His mother 
sisters had practically mourned 
dead. 

Some of the members of the family will 
start for California immediately to bring 
him home. His father’s will, which was 
filed with’ the Surrogate of Kings County 
a week'ago, will be probated as soon as 
the heir gets back to Brooklyn, and James 
Moffett of the Brooklyn law firm of*Moffett 
& Kraemer, who filed the will, telegraphed 
yesterday to the Superintendent of the Sac- 
ramento County Hospital directing that 
official to spare no expense in caring for 
the patient. The executors of the cstate, 
Frederick Heib and Frederick Bauer, a:so 
kept the telegraph wires busy with in- 
quiries. 

The news that Miller was alive reached 
Mr. Heib through Jeremiah E. Swezey of 
656 Willoughby Avenue. Mr. Swezey and 
young Miller had been chums since buy- 
hood. They had worked side by side for 
years, and had spent their evenings to- 
gether. Muller had been employed as took- 
keeper in his father’s wholesale grocery 
establishment, and one day about jsvur 
years ago, after a little tilt between parent 
and son, the son disappeared. His ‘ather 
spent conside rable money trying to tind 
him, but learned nothing of his where- 
abouts until 3 year ago, when a rumor 
reached the Miller home in Brooklyn that 
the young man had been seen in the West 
on his way to the Klondike, Very liitle 
attention was paid to the report at the 
time, as it could not be verified. 

On April 3 the elder Miller diedvand then 
it was learned that a great portion of his 
fortune had been bequeathed to the miss- 
ing son. Lawyers and private detectives 
were employed to irace the young man, 
who at the time of his disappearance was 
twenty-seven vears old. Photographs and 
descriptions were sent broadcast through 
ihe country, and the rewspapers from 
Maine to California printed stories to the 
effect that there was a fortune waiting 
for him. 

The private detectives employed by Mr. 
Moffett traced him to California, but there 
all clues to his whereabouts were lost. 
Although they did not cease searching fur 
him, the time was approaching when it 
would become necessaiy to probate the will 
by publishing legal notices for his appeer- 
ance, and if Miller had failed to claim his 
share before next month the fortune wou!d 
paxe been distributed among the other 
heirs. ‘ 

It was due to Miller himself that his 
whereabouts became known. Having laid 
in the hospital for several weeks, with none 
of his friends about him, he decided to 
write a letter to his old friend and chum. 
Swezey, to tell him how near he came to 
death. This letter was received’ by Mr. 
Swezey yesterday It was addressed to 
Swezey at the offices of the Fisher Mills, 
at Beach and Greenwich Streets. Miller's 
father «t one time had been a big stock- 
holder in the mills, and Miller evidently 
knew that a letter directed there would 
reach his old chum. 

In the letter the long-lost son made in- 
quiries about the members of his family. 
lt was evident he had not learned of his 
father’s death, and in inquiring about his 
father he displayed much filial feeling. 
It appeared that he was sorry for having 
left home, and that he wanted to hear 
that his father was in good health. In 
speaking of his own illness he wrote that 
he had beer con‘ined in the hospital for 
almost two months, suffering from typhoid, 
but he explained that the attending phy- 
sicians believed he would be able to leave 
in about three weeks. 

As soon as Mr. Swezey received the let- 
ter he hurri2d over to Brooklyn and placed 
it in the hands of Mr Heib. The latter 
promptly brought the news to the Miller 
home and notified the lawyers 
charge of the estate. 

Mr. Moffett said -he wrote asking the 
Sacramento hospital authorities not to 
notify Miller of his father’s death unless 
the patient’s condition was such that the 
news would not shock him geriously. In 
ense Miller did not recover speedily, added 
the lawyer, a messenger would be sent to 
California to serve on him the papers nec- 
essary to have letters of administration is- 
sued by the Surrogate. so that all the heirs 
might get the share of the estate de them.

NOMINATE ROOSEVELT 


Harry S. Edwards, Author, Will 
Make a Seconding Speech. 


NO NATIONAL CHAIRMAN YET 


Offer Not Made to Cornelius N. Bliss— 
Root to be Temporary and Cannon 
Permanent Chairman. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—Ex-Gov. Frank 
S. Black of New York will place President 
Roosevelt in nomination at the Chicago 
Convention. Announcement to this effect 
was made at the White House to-day. Mr. 
Black will be followed by several delegates 
with seconding speeches, one of which will 
be delivered by Harry Stillwell Edwards, 
the well-known author and writer of Ma- 
con, Ga. 

The story that Cornelius N. Bliss has 
been offered the place of Chairman of the 
National Committee is denied by authority, 

There is reasonable certainty, however, 
that ex-Secretary Root will be the tempo- 
rary and Speaker Cannon the permanent 
Chairman of the convention. It has been 
reported that Senator Lodge will be Chair- 
man of the Committee on Resolutions, but 
this-is not by any means certain. 

Senators Ball of Delaware, Burrows of 
Michigan, Foster of Washington, Fulton 
and Mitchell of Oregon, and Lodge of Mas- 
sachusetts were the only Congressional 
callers to-day at the White House. There 
were no conferences, however, of a polit- 
ical character, unless such a conference 
was had with Senator Lodge, who is gen- 
erally regarded as the confidential man of 
the President. 

A request was sent out to-day by Post- 
master General Payne, Acting Chairman 
of the National Committee, for members 
of the committee to assemble at Chicago 
June 15, when the matter of contested 
seats will be taken up and other prelimi- 
nary work attended to. 


Bliss Willing to Do What He Can for 
the Cause. 


Cornelius N. Bliss returned to New York 
yesterday from Washington, where he had 
a conference with President Roosevelt, the 
subject of the conference, it was under- 
stood, being the disposition of Mr. Bliss to 
accept the Chairmanship of the Republican 
National Committee. When Mr. Bliss was 
asked whether the Chairmanship had been 
offered to him, and whether he had de- 
cided to accept it, he issued a formal state- 
ment. After stating that no definite de- 
cision had been reached with regard to the 
Chairmanship, Mr. Bliss concluded: 

“I do not care to mention names or even 
to intimate anything whatever regarding 
my personal position, except to say that 
whatever I can do for the success of the 
Republican cause in the coming campaign 
will be freely done in the future as in the 
past."’

SHE KILLED MISS ALBIN 


Woman on Trial Describes Death 


Struggle with Girl. 


DID NOT MEAN TO KILL 


Woman Declares That When Exhausted 
She Slew Estella Albin to Save 
Her Own Life. 


DOVER, Del., May 5.—Mrs. Mary A. Pow- 
ell, the confessed slayer of her adopted 
daughter, Estella Albin, broke down to-day 
in the witness chair and told in detail how 
she had killed the girl, as she claimed, in 
self-defense, and not because of the jeal 
ousy she felt because she thought her hus 
band loved the girl more than he did her. 
This was the claim of the prosecution. 
Until to-day the woman maintained 
throughout her trial a stolid indifference to 
the proceedings. During her recital of how 
she had slain the girl, who had been an in- 
mate of her home for seven years, Mrs. 
Powell said over and over again that she 
had not meant to do it. After describing 
the house, Mrs. Powell told of the encoun- 
- ter, where, according to her statement, she 
was forced to kill the girl. She said: 

“There were some glass jars and bottles 
on a dresser in the Summer kitchen. Essie 
was just inside the door of the washhouse 
watching me. She looked mad. I said noth- 
ing to her, and she said nothing to me. I 
gathered up the bottles and started for the 
garret by way of the hall stairs. I opened 
the garret door, closing it after me. 

‘‘ While I was putting down the bottles I 
heard the garret door open, and’ saw the 
form of a person coming up the stairs. It 
was Essie. 

“Essie seized me.by the throat and 
choked me so badly that I hit her twice 
with a bottle that was in my hand. ~ She 
pulled me to the floor with her. She again 
grabbed me by the throat, and said she 


would choke me to death. She took off her 
apron and tried to place it in my mouth. 
I took a knife from my pocket and opened 
it. Essie tried to get it from me. The knife 
‘was in my sore right hand, and I knew if 
Essie got it she would take my life. I did 
not know what to do. I did not want to 
cut her. I then changed the knife to my 
other hand, and when she again tried to 
get it 1 cut her. I did not know what to 
do, and I was blood all over. Something 
said to me: ‘ Put the knife in her hand; it 
will look like suicide,’ and I did so.” 

Under cross-examination Mrs. Powell 
said that while she struggled with Bssie, 
the latter got her knee on her right hand, 
and that while Essie had her down choxing 
her she was getting weaker all the time. 
To save her life she stabbed the girl. 


WOULD NOT HANG WITH NEGRO. 


White Murderer’s Request for Separate 
Execution Granted in Pittsburg. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., May 5.—William L. 
Hartley, white, and James Edwards, col- 
ored, were hanged to-day for separate mur- 
@ers in the Allegheny County jailyard. Both 
men had an ample supply of nerve, They 
‘were hanged separately. 

While on the gallows Edwards said to the 
@eputy: 

“Put the rope on properly, boss, so it 
won't strangle me; tighten it up good and 
‘ptrong.”’ 

Hartley asked that he be not hanged 
with a negro, as he feared his family would 


have to bear the disgrace of the public 
having the impression that he committed 
crime with a negro. His request was 
eranted,

Charlies Cunningham Pays $5,000 and 
Accomrlices $100 Each for Fraud. 
PORTLAND, Ore., May 5.—Charles Cun- 
ningham, the Eastern Oregon sheep king; 
Glen H. V. Saling, Shelby Jones, and Dal- 
las O'Hara, charged with conspiracy to de- 
fraud the United States Government of pub- 
lic lands, entered pleas of guilty when ar- 
raigned in the United States District Court 

to-day. 
Cunningham, as the ringleader, was sen- 
tenced to pay a fine of $5,000. The others 


were let off with a fine of $100 each.. These 
convictions are the outgrowth of the trial 
of Asa Thomson, receiver of the La Grande 
(Ore.) Land Office, last Fall. 


TWO LOCK-OUTS IN CHICAGO. 


115,000 to 20,000 Masons Idle—Shoe Fac- 
tories to be Open Shops Hereafter. 


CHICAGO, May 5.—Mason work was 
shut down on many partly completed build- 
ings throughout the city to-day by the 
lockout of limestone and cement team- 
sters. It is estimated that 15,000 to 20,- 
000 workers are idle. 

Following the lockout of the boot and 


shoe workers in six of the largest Chicago 
shoe factories, the .manufacturers have no- 
tified the union that the. plants hereafter 
will be run as open shops.

P TO POLICE, SAYS 
PRESIDENT CLOWRY 


Western Union Not an Instructor 
of Poolroom Keepers. 


CONTRADICTS CAPT. GODDARD 


‘Telegraph Company Does Not Pay 
Operators, but Merely Provides 
Them—No Conference Wanted. 


No move was made yesterday to arrange 
& conference: between the New York au- 
thorities and President Clowry of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company with a view 
to closing the poolrooms. It is improbable 
that any such conference will be held. 

Police Commissioner McAdoo said through 
his secretary, Mr. Howell: 

“I would be glad to confer with any 
Western Union officials who desire to co- 
operate in stamping out the poolrooms, I 
take President Clowry’s statement at its 
face value, and not only expect the co-ope- 
ration of the company in suppressing pool- 
rooms, but all information they may have 
at their command regarding the existence 
of poolrooms.” 

Capt. F. Norton Goddard of the City Club 
reiterated the opinion that the offer of the 
Western Union was a “ bluff.” 

“TI have considered carefully the state- 

ment of Col..Clowry,” he said, “and I do 
not see that it improves the attitude of the 
Western Union Company. I do not believe 
that it will satisfy the company’s Director- 
ate, which numbers, as I know, several up- 
right, Christian gentlemen.”’ 
; Col. Clowry, when he was seen last 
night at his residence, 301 West Seventy- 
sixth Street, said he had been perfectly 
sincere in his statement. 

“Tt is right up to Police Commissioner 
McAdoo and District Attorney Jerome,” 
he added. “If a railroad knows that a 
murderer is contemplating a trip from one 
city to another for the purpose of commit- 
ting a crime, it cannot refuse to carry him 
if he buys a ticket. The law does not per- 
mit us to refuse a message when it is of- 
fered us.”’ 

“But Capt. Goddard reports,” suggested 
the interviewer, ‘‘ that the Western Union 
stands ready not only to furnish to the 
poolrooms racing service, but offers to 
point out the way to evade the law by 
stringing wires down chimneys and in out- 
of-the-way places, and by supplyipg for 
extra remuneration operators skilled in 
jumping out of windows.”’ 

“T have spoken to the men who are ac- 
cused by Capt. Goddard,’’ replied Col. 
Clowry. ‘“‘and they deny that they offered 
any suggestions as to how to sfring the 


wires. I do not believe that they made any 
suggestions. The Western Union does not 
seek that class of business. It simply fur- 
nishes any given service, as in duty bound, 
when the service is demanded and paid for. 
As a matter of fact the Western Union 
does not pay the operators who work in 
private establishments. Operators in pool- 
rooms, stock concerns, and newspaper of- 
fices are paid by their respective employ- 
ers. The Western Union merely under- 
takes to supply operators best fitted for 
the particular work they will be called 
upon to do.” 

“Capt. Goddard says that you know 
where every poolroom in the City of New 
York is situated, and that it is manifestly 
insincere to offer to close poolrooms when 
they are pointed out to you.” 

“It is perfectly true,’ said Col. Clowry, 
“that the Western Union knows the ad- 
dress of every place where the racing ser- 
vice is being furnished. It does not propose, 
however, to make public its knowledge. To 
take such a step would be a violation of its 
responsibilities under the law.’’ 

“Have you made any proposition to Po- 
lice Commissioner McAdoo or District At- 
torney Jerome as to arranging a_ confer- 
ence over the poolroom situation?” 

*““No, and I will make none. The situa- 
tion is perfectly plain. The police know 
where every poolroom is situated, and as 
they notify me of the locations and inform 
me of an intention to proceed against them, 
I will withdraw any service we are fur- 
nishing.”’ 


WOULDN’T NAME HIS SLAYER. 


“Big John” Comstock Died, but Refused 
to Accuse “Lefty” Donnelly. 


Shot twice, yet refusing, after the man- 
ner of so ‘many vainglorious criminals, to 
make any accusation, “‘ Big John’ Com- 
stock, thirty-three years old, of 128 West 
Thirty-fourth Street, according to the police 
a notorious swindler at the “‘ wire tapping ”’ 
game scheme, was taken from Edward 
Fitzgerald’s saloon at Seventh Avenue and 
Forty-eighth Street at 8 o’clock yesterday 
morning and died at Roosevelt Hospital 
last night. j 

After investigation the police declared 
that he had been shot by William Donlon, 
alias ‘“‘ Lefty ’’ Donnelly, twenty-six years 
old, of 314 West Thirty-ninth Street, at the 
instigation of Nona Mack, twenty-two years 
old, of 137 West Forty-fifth Street. 

Donlon, the police say, attacked the wo- 
man ih a nearby hallway, when she was 
rescued by Comstock and several others. 
The’ shooting followed after the row had 
apparently been patched up. Policemen 


Haag and Knipscher of the West Forty- 
seventh Street Station heard the shots and 
arrested Donlon as he ran from the saloon 
where Comstock was found. While the 
police were searching the saloon Comstock, 
who was chatting with opeeress unconcern 
at the bar, reeled and fell. 

Comstock refused to make an ante-mor-' 
temstatement, and would not identify Don- 
lon at his bedside. 


ACCUSED POLICEMAN FLED. 


Served on Force Under Alias and For- 
feited Bail Bond. 


Policeman Patrick Mallon of the Leonard 
Street Station, who is suspended under 
charges, failed to respond when his name 
was called for arraignment in the West 
Side Court yesterday, and James E. Smith, 
his counsel, informed, Magistrate Om- 
men.that his client had jumped his bail of 
$1,000 and sailed for Liverpool on Wednes- 
day in the steerage of the White Star 
steamship Oceanic, taking with him his 
savings of $13,000, which he had drawn 
from the bank and converted into foreign 
money.

PANAMA PAYMENT ARRANGED. 


Le see a 
Secretary Shaw Describes Plan and 


Says It Is Simple. 


Secretary of the Treasury Shaw was in 
the city yesterday to confer with bankers 
about the details of the payment for the 
Panama Canal. He spent most of his time 
at the Sub-Treasury with Hamilton Fish, 
the Assistant Treasurer; George F. Baker, 
President of the First National Bank; 
James Stillman, President of the National 
City Bank; George W. Perkins of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., and others. ' ‘ 

“There is no hitch in the arrangement 
for the paymeht to the Panama Company,” 
said the Secretary in a formal statement. 
“A warrant for $40,000,000 will be placed 
with J. P. Morgan & Co. on Monday next. 
There is no material modification of the 
plan of last Fall. While the Secretary of 
the Treavury is required by statute to take 
security in cases of this kind, the extent 
of the security is left to his discretion. 
Securities approved by the department to 
the extent of $25,000,000 will be deposited 


at the time the warrant is delivered. These 
will be such bonds.as savings banks in the 
State of New York are authorized to in- 
vest in and cash, the relative proportion 
of which will be left to the convenience of 
Morgan & Co. 

“The working out of the plan will cause 
no financial disturbance. he money is 
being drawn from the banks to the Treas- 
ury gradually, and will be disbursed by 
Morgan & Co. gradually.”’

SAVES GOVERNMENT. MILLIONS. 


Court Decides Philippines Customs Case 
in Favor of United States. 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—The Court of 
Claims to-day decided that duties collected 
on’ goods shipped from. the United States 
to the Philippines after the treaty of peace 
with Spain and before the establishment 
of civil government, were rightfully col- 
lected, although by milttary authority and 
not by law. 

The case was th. claim of Warner, 
Barnes & Co., a British corporation,. which 


sued the United States for $81,126. Other 
claims resting on exactly the same founda- 
tion aggregate between $7,000,000 and 
$8.000,000. By the decision this amount 
will be saved to the Government. 


WARSHIPS OFF FOR LONG CRUISE. 


Representative American Fleet Starts 
for the Mediterranean. 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—A representative 
fleet of United States warships left Pensa- 
cola to-day for a cruise across the Atlantic 
and into the Mediterranean. It is under the 
command of Rear Admiral Barker. 

The fleet is composed of the battleships 
Kearsarge, Iqwa, Alabama, and Maine, and 
the cruisers Olympia, Cleveland, and Balti- 
more. ‘ 

The tentative plan contemplates proceed- 
ing from Pensacola to Guantanamo, and 
thence to the Azores and-Lisbon. Visits 
will be made to Villefranche, France, and 


Trieste, Austria, and it is possible that the 
cruise may be extended das far East as 
Piraeus, the port of Athens, Greece. 


Colombian Diplomat Is to Return. 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—Through Mr. 
Andrews, the Colombian Consul General in 
New York, the State Department has learn- 
ed that Dr. Herran, the Colombian Charge 
d’Affaires, who formally withdrew from 
Washington about two months ago, will re- 
turn to this city in the same capacity.

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| TROLLEY HITS MOTOR TRAIN. 


Three Persons Painfully Hurt in Smash 
Near Coney Island.

| HUME OUT OF JAIL ON WRIT.

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STOLE GASH NUNS HAD 
BEGCED FOR CHARITY 


Sneak Thief’s Trick to Enter Home 
for Aged in Brooklyn. 


CKASED BY A NONOGENARIAN 


Aged Doorkeeper Is Beaten Back and 
Robber Escapes Over Convent Wall 
—Other Institutions Robbed. 


Burglars and sneak thieves in Brooklyn 
have been entering the buildings of various 
institutions and getting away with mbney 
designed for the maintenance of the sick 
and poor. In only a few instances have 
the police been requested to search for the 
thieves, for the reason that in the majority 
of cases the institutions’ robbed are con- 
ducted by religious societies which do not 
care to have public attention called to their 
affairs. 

In one instance a sneak thief entered a 

hospital and carried away jewelry and 
money belonging to the patients, In anoth- 
er case burglars scaled a convent wall at 
night and got away with money, a gold 
chalice, and several altar pieces. 
1 The most recent case brought to the at- 
tention of the police was that reported 
yesterday by the Little Sisters of the Poor, 
in charge of the Home for the Aged, at 
Bushwick and De Kalb Avenues. Sister 
Alice, the Mether Superior, said the man 
first appeared about 10 o’clock in the morn- 
and approaching the convent gate, 
asked for her. He said he was a fore- 
man in the city’s Water Department, and 
that the water in the institution was to be 
shut off for four hours for the purpose 
of connecting the water main with the 
new Carnegie Library in course of erection 
directly opposite the Home for the Aged. 

Sister Alice, believing the man to be a 
city official, explained that it would be a 
hardship for several hundred old people to 
be without water for four hours, but she 
agreed to put the old folks at work with 
buckets so as to get a reserve supply. 
That she did. 

Later in the day, while the nuns were at 
prayer in their little brick chapel, the 
stranger again appeared at the convent 
gate and told Thomas Smith, the door- 
keeper, he had come to shut off the water. 
Smith allowed the man to pass into the 
grounds, and the fellow then asked enough 
questions to find out that all of the nuns 
had left the main building to go to the 
chapel. 

When he found out that the only person 
in the building was the doorkeeper, who is 
ninety years old, he told Smith to hold his 
hand under a water faucet in the basement 
and keep the water going until he found 
that it had been shut off, then to call him. 
He explained he was going into the cellar, 
but instead passed up ‘two flights of stairs 
and into the office of the Mother Superior. 
There he broke open the drawers of a bu- 
reau and carried off everything of value 
he.found. He next forced the lock leading 
to the door of an adjoining room, and, get- 
ting in there, broke open other drawers 
and closets, where he found $75. 

“It takes a long time for the sisters to 
beg that much,” said the Mother Superior 
sadly. “‘It was to pay some of our bills, 


and the bills of our tradesmen were 
wrapped around the money. The fellow 


carried the tradesmen’'s bills away with 
him, too. I hope he relents and pays some 


of them. He certainly was a mean thief 
to come into a poor institution to steal.”’ 

Smith waited down stairs at the water 
faucet after the fellow told him to wait, 
but in the meantime the front door bell 
Tang, so Smith left his job to answer the 
door bell. When he went back in the 
main hall he noticed shoe tracks of mud 
on the oiled stairs, so he knew that some 
one had gone uD. But when he went to in- 
vestigate the thief heard him coming and 
ran down past him. 

Smith gave the alarm by ringing a signal 
gong which warns the nuns and inmates of 
the institution of danger. The Mother Su- 
perior, with the other fifty nuns in the in- 
stitution, were in the chapel at the time at 
prayer. It was just before noon. The in- 
mates had been summoned for dinner, and 
many of the aged and crippled men were 
crossing the lawn on their way to the big 
dining hall when the alarm gong sounded. 

Although there were at least fifty men 
crossing the lawn when the thief came out 
of the main building, the youngest of the 
crowd was over sixty years and too feeble 
to give chase. Smith, however, shouted for 
help and hurried after the thief, who fell 
in his first attempt to get over the brick 
wall, With a heavy cane raised in his 
hand the aged doorkeeper got close enough 
to threaten the thief, but the fellow made 
@ lunge to strike the old man with an iron 
jimmy, so the pursuer drew back. After 
paps | over the convent wall the thief ran 
toward Evergreen Avenue and escaped. 


ELKS ENDOW HOSPITAL BEDS. 


Dr. Roosa of the Post-Graduate Talks on 
Deficits in Institutions. 


In: accepting from the Elks two beds for 
the Post-Graduate Hospital, at the Ladies’ 
Bocial Session held last night at Elks Hall 
on the Grand Circle, Dr. D. B. St. John 
Roosa, President of the Post-Graduate Ho» 
pital, took occasion to comment on the pub- 
lic uneasiness which, he says, was excited 
not ‘long ago by the statement in a weekly 
magazine of the annual deficits in the 
maintenance of hospitals in New York. Dr, 
Roosba went on to say that he did not con- 
sider such deficits great cause for 
alarm. 

“In the case of a hospital,” he said, 
“it is not as if a banking house or a dry 
goods or grocery store turned up with a 
Geficit every year. As a matter of busi- 
ness a deficit is a woeful affair, and there 
is no hope of relief except from bank- 
ruptcy and pro rata payments. Yet there 
is a sense in which a hospital is not a 
business any more than a church is. A 
deficit in a hospital not endowed must 


necessarily occur at a time when contribu- 
tions have not come up to the usual stand- 
ard,.or when certain enlargement or re- 
pairs, perhaps unexpected, must be made.

CONGRESS TALKED LITTLE 
AND DID MANY THINGS 


More Laws Passed Than Since 
Fifty-fifth Session. 


16,170 BILLS WERE OFFERED 


Session Just Ended Filled Only 6,155 
Pages in the Congressional Record 
—57th Congress Holds Talk 
Record. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 4.—The amount of 
work and talk done by Congress at the 
session just ended is set forth in a report 
made by Docket Clerk Wakefield to Speak- 
er Cannon to-day. It shows that the ses- 
sion was the shortest in years; that Con- 
gress talked less than it has done at any 
time since the Fifty-fifth Congress ad- 
journed, and that more bills were intro- 
duced and more laws passed than in any 
first session since the Fifty-first. 

This session convened 124 days, the next 
shortest session having been that of the 
Fifty-sixth Congress, 1389 days. In that 
time 2,945 reports were made, a larger 
number than for ‘any first session within 
the period named. The Fifty-seventh Con- 
gress comes next with 2,750 reports. 

This session also heads the list in the mat- 
ter of bills introduced. There were 16,170, 
the next highest number being 15,969, in 
the Fifty-seventh Congress. The Fifty- 
third Congress, however, heads the list of 
public laws enacted, having passed 307. 

In private laws this session makes a bet- 
ter showing than in public laws. It enacted 
1,896, which breaks the record for the pe- 
riod covered. It is to be observed that the 
Fifty-third Congress, which passed more 
public laws than any other, passed fewer 
private laws, footing the list with only 134. 
This was the Congress which met. ih‘ the 
first part of President Cleveland’s second 
term, and its record includes the extra ses- 
sion. 

The disproportion of private to public 


laws brings up the grand total of laws en- 
acted by the Fifty-eighth Congress to 
2,190, which is the largest number for the 
period covered. 

The amount of talk indulged in is indi- 
cated by the number of pages in The Con- 
gressional Record. The session just ended 
ranks third. First comes the Fifty-seventh 
Congress, with 8,414 pages; then the Fifty- 
sixth, with 7,765, and third, the Fifty- 
eighth, with 6,155. The least amount of 
talking was done in President Harrison’s 
Fifty-second Congress, which has a record 
of only 5,040 pages. 

“It will be noticed,” says Mr. Wakefield 
in his report, “‘ that the Congress was in 
session a smaller number of days than any 
here mentioned; that the number of reports 
and bills do not differ very widely from 
the work of the first session of the Fifty- 
seventh Congress, the committees having 
less bills referred to them and making re- 
ports on a larger number than the commit- 
tees of any preceding Congresses here com- 
pared. By comparison the Fifty-eighth 
Congress reported more bills of each char- 
acter and left a smaller number unacted 
upon than its predecessors.” 


DECIDE ON PANAMA POLICY. 


Conference at White House as to Rules 
for Canal Zone. 


WASHINGTON, May 56.—An important 
conference was held at the White House to- 
night, at which the general policy to be 
followed by the Administration in the 
framing of rules and regulations for the 
Panama Canal zone was agreed on. 

This policy provides for instructions to 
be issued by the President through the Sec- 
retary of War to the Canal Commission for 
the administration of affairs in the strip, 
following very much the practice in vogue 
in the Philippines, where the acts of the 


commission are subject to the approval of 
the Secretary of War. 

There were present at the conference 
Secretary Taft, Attorney General Knox, 
and Chairman Walker, and the other mem- 
bers of the Canal Commission now in the 


city.

WOMAN'S PLACE THE HOME. 


The Wife Has More Important Duties 
Than Increasing the Family income. 


To the Editor of .The New York Times: 

Prof. Patten’s opinion as to the duty of a 
wife whose husband earns less than $20 
per wéek betrays an utter unconsciousness 
of the result of such an attempt to increase 
the family income. If a couple begin their 
married life by assuming their own duties— 
the husband that of wage-earner, the wife 
that of homemaker—the ideal of the home 
is preserved, even though misfortune may 
make it afterward necessary that this ideal 
be set aside for a time. But if an able- 
bodied man consents at any time for his 
wife to help in furnishing the support for 
the family he continues to be willing and 
finally becomes even anxious that her ef- 
forts in that direction should increase, al- 
lowing his own to decrease in proportion. 

But the greatest harm is done to the 
children of such a family. When the moth- 
er’s attention is turned toward winning a 
spose for these children she cannot make 
a home for them, however much she may 
wish to do so. The house becomes to them 
merely a place where an occasional meal 
may be had at a time convenient for them, 
and where they may sleep whenever the 
streets fail to hold their interest. Hered- 
ity, environment, intemperance, bad com- 
pany, all together, are not so powerful in 
producing criminais as that lack of home 
nfluences which turns loose on the world 
a swarm of untrained, undisciplined, char- 
acterless young men and women already 
old in a knowledge of evil. It is utterly 
poe eer that any kind of a home can 
exist without the constant oversight of the 
wife and mother,

Election of Colored Bishop Urged 
Before General Conference. 


NEW YORK DELEGATE OBJECTS 


Charies P. McClelland Thinks Proposi- , 


tion Unwarranted—Report of Bish- 
* ops on Work of the Church. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., May 5.—The negro 
question was raised in the Methodist Gen- 
éral Conference to<lay whefi Dr. George 
Elliott of Detroit preserited a memorial 
to the effect that the Committee on Epis- 
copacy should consider the advisability of 
the election of a colored Bishop. He said 
that he believed that the Methodist Episco- 
pai Church had reached a crisis in its re- 
-lations with the colored race. 

“If we are to hold the 300,000 colored 
membership we now have,’ he said, “we 
ought tu give them some _ sort leader- 
ship which they understand and * and 
which understands them.’ 

Charles P. McClelland of New York, 
lay delegate, spoke in opposition to Dy 
Elliott’s resolution. Mr. McClelland said 
he was very sorry that this resolution was 
offered at this time; that if the Church 
had reached a crisis in its relations with 
the colored people, it was brought about by 
just such resolutions as this. 

He believed that the race question had 
been brought™ before the conferences en- 
tirely too much, and he safd he hoped 
the present conference would put an end 
to this agitation. He was willing, he 
said, to see any man elevated to Episco- 
pal honors, regardless of color, when that 
man should attain to such work and dis- 
tinction as would warrant this high rec- 
ognition.

The relations of the Methodist E piscopal 
Church and the Methodist Episcopal Church 
South were declared to be growing more 
fraternal and intimate. A common hymnal, 
a.common catechism, and a uniform order 
of service are almost ready for publication. 

The time limit in the pastorate was re- 
ferred to as one of the matters which could 
claim attention. 

Warnings were given against the current 
evils of the time, political corruption, the 
liquor traffic, the tyranny of trades union- 
ism, the greed of unscrupulous employers, 
lynching, the negro question, and Mormon- 
ism.

MAYOR “FINDS JOKER IN BILL. 


After Deciding to Return Civil Service 
Amendment, He Reconsiders. 


Because of the discovery of a “ joker” 
in a legislative bill which came before him 
yesterday, Mayor McClellan will be obliged 
to readvertise for a public hearing on the 
measure after having announced it as his 
determination to return the bill to Gov. 
Odell with a letter stating that it was not 
a city bill, and therefore not properly be- 
fere the Mayor for action. 

The bill appeared to be a general amend- 
ment to the civil service laws of the State, 
but a close investigation showed that Chap- 
ters 435 and 436 of the Laws of 1902, which 
were nullified, were local measures amend- 
ing the charter of the City of New York 
and authorizing the city authorities to alter 
the salaries of city employes. These tw? 
chapters affected about 100 old veterans 
holding sinecures in the City Government. 
Under the two chapters the Low adminis- 
tration had reduced the salaries of these 
veterans, but this action would have been 
overcome by a provision in the bill. 

When the bill had’ been passed by the 
Legislature it was sent to the Governor 


direct, as not being a city bill, but George 
MeAneny of the Civil Service Reform As- 
sociation and Lawrence Villier of the City 
Cinb complained to Goy. Odell that it 
should go to Mayor McClellan. The Mayor 
referred it to the Corporation Counsel’s 
office, where the fact that the two laws 
repealed were amendments to the city 
charter -was overlooked. After Mr. Mc- 
Clellan had announced that he would not 
act on the measure, Messrs. McAneny and 
Villier went to him personally and ex- 
plained why they contended the bill was 
really a city measure.

‘BIBLE LEAGUE PLANS 10 
FIGHT HIGHER CRITICS 


| Or. Gregory Says Big Publishers 
| Have Been Subsidized. 


|WILL ISSUE BIBLE PRIMERS 


The Campaign Against Those Who 
Deny Inspiration of the Scriptures 
Will Cost $100,000. 


“At the last of the sessions of the Amer- 
ican Bible League, held yesterday morn- 
ing at the Marble Collegiate Church, there 
was the‘greatest enthusiasm in the work 
planned for the confounding of the higher 
criticism that denies the inspiration of the 
Bible. Wiliam Phillips Hall, who presided 
over the congress, said that, in the light 
of the success of the gathering about to 
close its sessions, it had been decided te 
hold another congress in the Fall or earl 
Winter. 

Invitations had been received from Chi- 
cago, Boston, St. Louis, and other cities 
to hold meetings there, but the time wae 
too short now to prepare a proper pro 
gramme. It was unanimously resolve@ 
that the crusade against the higher critic* 
should be actively earried on through the 
selection of local secretaries to organize 
local auxiliaries for systematic’ Bible study 
in every town and village in the United 
States und Canada, 

The Rey. Dr. Daniel 8. Gregory, General 
Secretary of the League, said that a new 
system of Bible instruction must bé inau- 
gurated, as the present ignorance in re- 
gard to the Word of God was proof of the 
failure of the old plan. The Bible should 
be studied as a whole and not in fragments. 
The work the congress had entered upon 
was certain of success, as proofs of the 
truth of tbe Scriptures were constantly 
coming to light, to such an extent that 
when a Bedouin stubbed his toe he -was apt 
to discover a stone tablet that would knock 
down the card houses of the destructive 
critics. Continuing Dr. Gregory said: 

“It is the intention of the Educational 
Committee of the League to issue Bible 
reading primers illustrating vital questions 
and contradicting the critics. Later we are 
to publish a Bible dictionary and encyclo- 
pedia. In this way we shall present some- 
thing in a popular shape to meet the ar- 
guments and criticisms of the other side, 
who have millions of money at their com- 
mand and have subsidized the great pub- 
lishers. We shall also recommend the or- 
ganization of centres to propagate Bible 
study. We shall need $10,000 for this-and 
later $100,000,” 

Willis E. Lougee, Secretary of the busi- 
ness department of the International Com- 
mittee of the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation, declared that the study of the 
Bible was increasing and that the critics 
were not to be so greatly feared. Cormtinu- 
ing he said: 

What the laymen want is» not theory, 
but practical help. We want the privilege 
of-interpreting the Bible for ourselves with- 
out the intervention of priests, teachers, or 
scholars. We believe that the Bible was 
addressed to us, the common people and 
laymen. The best way to answer this ti- 
rade of criticism is not by controversy.” 

The Rev. Dr. James A. Worden of Phil- 
adelphia, Superintendent of Sabbath 
School and Missionary ‘Work of the Pres- 
byterian Church, said: 

“There has been, to my knowledge, for 
twenty years a persistent effort to bring 
the destructive criticism to the Sabbath 
School workers. The effort has failed. 
There is no need to prove to them that the 
Bible is inspired. Their eyes are open to 
its truth. We should carry out Dr, Greg- 
ory’s plan of furnishing them with an- 
swers to the critics, 

“These criticisms cause intellectual dif- 
ficulties. We have heard the higher criti- 
cism and we know it has been conclusive- 
ly answered, but these answers have not 
been circulated in their elemental form. 
Give us practical, easy, intelligent answers 
to make to the criticisms of our .friends 
the enemy. The Sunday School teachers 
will rally to your aid more than a million 


strong.” 

Before closing the congress Mr. Hall gn- 
nounced that a certain theological .semi- 
nary had received six applications from 
young men who wanted to enter the min- 
istry. None of them believed in the divine 
paternity of Christ.and only one of them 
believed in the resurrection of His body. 
He said that he thought the institution had 
better be closed than to send such men 
out to preach the W ord of God.

Railroad Commission R Reporte 1,036,834,- 
773 City Passengers in a Year. 


Stupendous figures showing the extent to 
which New Yorkers use their local’ trans- 
portation lines were presented in a report 
made public by the State Railroad Com- 
mission and presented at its meeting yes- 
terday morning. 

For the year ended Feb. 29, 1,036,834,778 
passengers were carrjed.on the surface and 
elevated roads of the five boroughs, an in- 
crease of 65,075,964. This was a total car 
mileage of 197,826,719, ‘an increase of 18,- 
220,741. Yet the surface lines did not show 
any appreciable increase. and it was de- 
clared that this was because the company. 
had reached its limit under present con- 
ditions, with its total of passengers of 
397,644,829. Electric motors and longer 
trains enabled the elevated lines in Man- 
hattan to carry 273,133,242, the gain being 
37,318,852. Steam railroads in the United 
States carried in the same period 568,000,000 
passengers. 

The Union Railway Company carried 21,- 
273,870 passengers, an increase of 1,998,543, 
or, with transfers, 21,698,501. In the Bronx 
all railroads carried 22,147,077, an increase 
of 1,988,636. 

In the recapitulation for Manhattan the 
total of 670,778,071 passengers is shown, an 


increase of 37,463,163, while on transfers all 
lines carried ‘166, 310, 453 passengers, an in- 
crease of 11,435, 049. 

In Brooklyn the Brooklyn Rapid Tran:it 
system carried 285,725,986 passengers, an 
increase of 23,280,423. On transfers the road 
carried 55,146,001, a total net increase of 
3,772,959. The Coney Island and Brooklyn 
Railroad Company carried 83,129,812 pas- 
sengers, a net increase of 967, 765.’ Passen- 

rs carried in Brooklyn on all lines num- 
fered $20,107,163, an increase of 24,363,201.

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MR. CLEVELAND’S JUSTIFICATION. 

In reciting the history of the measures 
taken during his second Administration 
to protect the gold reserve, ex-President 
CLEVELAND writes with his accustomed 
vigor and shows that he has now, as he 
had then, the courage to take the full 
responsibility of his action. It is in an 
article written for The Saturday Evening 
Post of Philadelphia, from which we 
quoted fully yesterday, that the ex- 
President describes the alarming condi- 
tions resulting from the Republican silver 
legislation of 1890, and the steps taken 
by his Administration to meet them. By 
‘the continuous withdrawal of gold from 
the Treasury the $100,000,000 gold re- 
serve had been reduced to $70,000,000 in 
January, 1894. To the popular mind the 
depletion of the gold reserve appeared as 
& portent of disaster. It was restored by 
the first issue of $50,000,000 in bonds. A 
few: months later the reserve was again 
reduced, this time to $61,000,000, necessi- 
tating the purchase of more gold by the 
issue of another $50,000,000 in bonds. In 
February, 1895, the reserve had shrunk 
to what Mr. CLEVELAND calls “the 
frightfully low sum of $41,340,181.” It 
was a time of anxiety, of peril. “‘ There 
loomed in sight,” says Mr. CLEVELAND, 
“the menace of the destruction of our 
gold reserve, the repudiation of our gold 
obligations, the humiliating fall of our 
Nation’s finances to a silver basis, and 
the degradation of the Government’s high 
standing in the respect of the civilized 
world.” 

The instant and imperative necessity at 
that moment was to replenish the re- 
serve. The ex-President frankly states 
that in this time of public danger he did 
not consult with persons who could have 
given the Government no help. He nat- 
urally turned to representatives of the 
banking interests whose business it was 
to carry through great transactions like 
the one in which the Government was 
forced to engage. Any other course, any 
dallying with theoretical suggestions, any 
experiments might have brought on the 
Greaded disaster. Yet the issue of these 
bonds by the Government in time of 
Peace has been charged against Mr. 
CLEVELAND as a crime. “ Without shame 
and without repentance,” the ex-Presi- 
dent writes, “I confess my share of the 
guilt and I refuse to shield my accom- 
plices in this crime, who with me held 
high places in that Administration.” In 
the judgment of all candid and serious- 
minded men who know what the respon- 
sibilities of the Executive are, the 
“crime” of protecting the credit of the 
Government has never for a moment been 
held to be anything else than the act of 
a statesman, Mr. CLEVELAND defends it 
with the courage of a man. 


“DOING SOMETHING FOR SILVER.” 

We have frequently called attention 10 
the way in which the United States Sen- 
ate has resisted wholesome legislation on 
the silver question, and the extent to 
which it is the last refuge of the miser- 
able policy, conceived in cowardice and 
brought forth in trickery, of “ doing 
something for silver.” This policy was 
responsible for all the cogtly compro- 
mises that so nearly wrecked the cur- 
rency system of the country and im- 
posed on our people the untold losses of 
the panic of 1893. It was adopted by 
the Republican leaders because they had 
not the courage to take clear ground and 
fight out the principle of the gold stand- 
ard before the people. Even after the 
fight was forced on them by the seces- 
sion from.the Democracy of the gold 
Democrats, the Senate still hesitated and 
boggled. Had it not been for this pol- 
troon spirit among the Republican Sena- 
tors silver would have been put in the 
way of becoming solely a subsidiary 
coinage, as it should be, instead of being, 
as it is, a large element in our legal-tend- 
er currency, depending on the strength of 
the Treasury to keep it at par. 

The latest manifestation of this tend- 
ency among the Republican Senators is 
geen in the treatment of the bill with 
reference to small change. The House 
voted to remove the limit of the coinage 
of small coins and to authorize the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to meet any de- 
mand that should arise by coining either 
the silver bu'lion in the Treasury or, if 
required, the silver dollars in the Treas- 
ury. The Senate insisted in cutting off 
this last provision and compelling the 
Secretary, when the few millions of silver 
bullion is exhausted, to buy silver for 
the coinage of the small change. There 
‘Was no earthly reason why the silver dol- 
lars should not be coined into small 
‘Change as the demand arose. The Treas- 
wry holds some $473,000,000 of them 
against outstanding certificates, and it 
holds an “available cash balance” of 


$220,000,000 to pay the sertifioktes in if 
they should be presented for redemption. 
It would be well for the country in every 
way if the amount of silver dollars could 
be reduced gradually, as it would have 
been under the operation of the House 
bill. But the Senate insisted on “ doing 
sumething for silver.” 


PUBLIC OPINION AND THE LAW. 

In the course of his decision upholding 
the legality of public ball games on Sun- 
day Mr. Justice GAYNOR gave utterance 
to what the thoughtful reader will be 
likely to consider a very remarkable 
obiter dictum on the general relation be- 
tween the duty of the police to enforce 
the law and the desire of the public to 
have it enforced. He said: 


There are many minor offenses which 
should be left for redress to the coming 
forward of private accusers before the Mag- 
istrates or other authorities, as our laws 
and the procedure of our courts contem- 
plate. The accusatory method of enforcing 
the criminal laws is open to every citizen. 
The community can take care of itself in 
such matters without any police meddling. 
* * * The general sentiment of the com- 
munity has to be consulted in respect to 
the enforcement of certain laws, and al- 
ways has been in the Anglo-Saxon world 
as well as elsewhere, until recently in the 
City of New York, It is a maxim of the 
law that you cannot indict a whole com- 
munity. The Anglo-Saxon sheds statutes 
which grow obsolete and obnoxious the 
same as a snake sheds his skin. He has 
seldom bothered to repeal them, as every 
one acquainted with the history of laws 
very well knows. No citizen any longer 
makes a complaint under them, and thus 
they become dead letter laws. It is not the 
business of the police to revive them. They 
are not employed and paid by the citizens 
for any such purpose. 

It is difficult to resist the cohclusion 
that this is very dangerous doctrine to 
lay down in a judicial decision. To im- 
press the police officials with the idea 
that in the judgment of the courts it is 
no part of their duty to enforce laws 
which they do not think the people want 
enforced, would be to destroy their effi- 
ciency for every purpose. 

In the light of the above quoted opinion 
it is pertinent to ask, Who is competent 
to draw the line between laws which 
should be enforced and laws which it is 
no part of the business of the police to 
enforce when they are openly and fla- 
grantly violated? When does a law 
which stands upon the statute books be- 
come “dead”? The answer to this could 
scarcely be that it suffers nullification 
by the mere neglect to enforce it. Noth- 
ing in the statutes defining the powers 
and duties of the Police Commissioner 
makes him the gudge of when a law 
should be enforced and when he should 
instruct his uniformed staff to overlook 
violations of it. This is certainly very 
far from Commissioner McApoo’s view 
of his duty, and that it is so accounts for 
the fact that he is doing excellent work 
and raising the standards of public mo- 
rality. 

Ball playing on dunday as a business, 
by hired players before audiences which 
pay admission to the grounds, is or is not 
in violation of the letter and spirit of the 
laws enacted to insure an observance of 
the Sabbath. If it is, the Police Commis- 
sioner has a perfectly plain duty in the 
matter of stopping it; if it is not, he may 
with propriety announce that young men 
who want to play ball will be permitted 
to do so unmolested. Judge GayYNor’s 
obiter dictum does not seem to us a well- 
considered judicial utterance nor ofe cal- 
culated to inspire respect for the law on 
the part of those who incline to violate it.

A FAIR OFFER. 

We should think Capt. Norton Gop- 
DARD would hasten to avail himself of 
President CLowry’s offer to withdraw 
the Western Union Company’s wires 
from any place declared to be unlawfully 
occupied as a poolroom. The Captain’s 
chief interest in this matter, we take it, 
is to close the poolrooms. Here is an op- 
portunity to close at least some of them. 
Instead of accepting it, Capt. Gopparp 
severely criticises President CLowry’s 
statement and expresses his disappoint- 
ment. 

It seems to us that the offer made by 
the President of the Western Union Com- 
pany will strike candid minds as a fair 
and reasonable one. “‘ Whenever those 
charged with the enforcement of the 
law,” says President CLowry, “ will fur- 
nish this company in writing with the 
names of persons who are engaged in 
keeping unlawful poolrooms, and specify 
the places where the poolrooms are lo- 
cated, and state that they have decided 
to take action to close them up, if they 
request the telegraph company to cease 
the transmission of intelligence to such 
places we will promptly comply with 
such request.” Without telegraphic com- 
munication a poolroom cannot do busi- 
ness. There is certainly a chance to shut 
up all of them against which Capt. Gop- 
DARD has evidence. 

The Captain, however, makes reply that 
the Western Union Company has resort- 
ed to “the time-worn expedient of put- 
ting it up to somebody else to procure 
evidence.” Then he most illogically pro- 
ceeds to berate the Western Union Com- 
pany for not furnishing him with evi- 
dence against all the poolrooms which, 
he declares, it must have in its posses- 
sion through the reports of its wire in- 
spectors. Capt. GODDARD has done great 
public service by his untiring. efforts for 
the suppression of poolrooms. He has 
made it his business to collect evidence 
against them. He must know that it is 
not the business of the Western Union 
Company to furnish evidence of viola- 
tions of law. In a world inhabited by 
just men made perfect corporations 
might do that sort of thing. In the 
world as it now exists they notoriously 
do not do it. What is the use in ex- 
pecting them to do it? Capt. Gopparp 
is really “‘ putting it up to somebody else 
to procure evidence” which he has made 
it his business to procure. 

Let him furnish President CLOWRY 
with the names of places where pools 


are sold and declare his intention to 
“raid” them, and request the removal 
of the Western Union wires. We should 
suppose he could close up more pool- 
rooms in that way than by any other 
method he could adopt. That would be a 
practical procedure, and would promote 
the cause of public morality much more 
than he promotes it by lecturing the 
Western Union Company.

THE BOSTONIANS. 

Though you bray a Bostonian anti-im- 
perialist in a mortar, yet will not his 
Bestonianism depart from him. It has 
just been tried. Before he went to the 
Philippines, Secretary Tarr was a con- 
vinced anti-imperialist and believer in 
letting the Filipinos work out their own 
salvation. In other words, when he knew 
no more about the matter than the Bos- 
tonian anti-imperialists know now, he 
was of their opinion. Now he has so far 
changed his opinion that he considers 
that it would be very hurtful] to the 
prospects of the Filipinos if we should 
now promise them “eventual independ- 
ence.” 

This does not suit the Bostonians at 
all. They will not have it, and one of 
them, Prof. WILLIAM JAMEs, no less, has 
come out in an article in The Boston 
Transcript, which of course The Evening 
Post reprints gladly, to show that Sec- 
retary Tart is disqualified as a witness 
by his very expertness. According to 
the psychologist of Harvard, “‘ His close 
personal relations to the struggle, so far 
from strengthening any general views of 
policy which he may utter, ought, op 
the contrary, to be allowed for and dis- 
counted. * * * Secretary Tart is in the 
very nature of the case bound, even 
though there were a flagrantly better 
possible alternative, to remain a passion- 
ate advocate of the system of which he is 
himself the author. He is morally una- 
ble to be an impartial witness. * * * Mr, 
Tart, in short, is too close to the Philip- 
pine job to estimate its general historical 
bearings.” 

Sir GporGE CORNEWALL LEWIS once 
wrote a book “Upon the Influence of 
Authority in Matters of Opinion,” which 
book, according to WALTER BAGEHOT, 
was “described by a hasty thinker as a 
book to prove that when you wanted to 
know something about anything, you 
asked somebody who knew something 
about it.” They order these matters dif- 
ferently in Boston. There it is maintained 
that nobody who knows anything about 
the Philippine question can know any- 
thing about it, and that if you want to 
get it in true historical perspective, you 
must not get nearer to it than Boston, 
Mass. It is a convenient notion for the 
Bostonian anti-imperialists, but they are 
not making much headway in converting 
the Nation to it. The Nation shows itself 
disposed to take the word of the inca- 
pacitated Tart against theirs. The Na- 
tion readily sees that if you promised to 
recognize the eventual independence of 
the republic of the Bandar Log, and ex- 
pressed the faith that their habits under 
the developing influence of that pledge 
would cease to be arboreal, you would be 
raising the very mischief in the cage. It 
holds, with Secretary Tart, that when 
their habits have ceased to be arboreal 
it will be time enough to talk about the 
republic.

THE COMING OF WARM WEATHER 

There is more cause for congratulation 
in the genial temperature of the past 
two days than is found in the sense of 
physical comfort it imparts. Until the 
weather becomes warm enough to permit 
the windows to be open continuously and 
the “stuffiness”’ of ill-ventilated living 
and sleeping apartments to be corrected 
by floods of fresh air, we shall not wit- 
ness a material subsidence of the wave 
of epidemic disease which has attained 
proportions so serious through the hard 
Winter and tedious Spring. Four weeks 
of good weather would reduce the death 
rate to the normal and relieve the ten- 
sion which has strained to the breaking 
point the energies of the contagious dis- 
eases staff of the Health Department. 
Pneumonia and other diseases of the 
respiratory organs as yet show very little 
abatement, although three such days as 
Tuesday, Wednesday, and Thursday had 
a noticeable ffifluence in reducing the 
number of new cases. The death rate is 
still nearly double that of last year, and 
will remain abnormally high until we 
reach settled warm weather. 

The startling information published 
yesterday that one-fifth of the sweeping 
force of the Department of Street Clean- 
ing is at present afflicted with one or 
another form of tuberculosis, chiefly pul- 
monary, is happily untrue. Street sweep- 
ing is undoubtedly an unwholesome oc- 
cupation, involving as it does exposure 
to all kinds of weather and contact with 
every form of malevolent disease germ, 
but it is not so bad as has been reported, 
and with better A ather the sick list will 
shrink. Spitting in public places exposes 
the street sweeper to peculiar danger, 
and if this evil cannot be better re- 
strained it is not impossible that one- 
fifth, or even a larger proportion, of these 
men will sooner or later swell the great 
army of consumptives. It is an ominous 
reflection that so obvious a reform 
should be so obstinately resisted by the 
public which it would so largely and s0 
immediately benefit. 


“FAMOUS WOMEN” AT ST. LOUIS. 

It seems that the “Board of Lady 
Managers” of the, St. Louis World’s Fair 
is laying up grievous trouble for itself. 
Events have brought about a partial re- 
construction of that body. To the former 
management it appealed as a bright idea 
to make a collection of the photographic 
portraits of, by a coincidence, “ four 
hundred ” Americén women “of beauty 
or social prominence, or both.” Independ- 
ently of the brightness of the idea, it was 
one which the board was entirely compe- 
tent to entertain and to execute. It did 


in fact issue invitations to four hundred 
women to sit for their photographs at 
the expense of the fair, or of the photog- 
raphers, with the assurance that the 
photographs would be exhibited at St. 
Louis. 

The reconstructed board, it seems, dis- 
approves of the method of selection 
adopted by its predecessor, and intends 
to hang the pictures only after it has 
“gone over” them, To go over means, 
of course, “in this connection,” to weed 
out. Considering that all the women pho- 
tographed for the Fair were so photo- 
graphed not of their own motion, but at 
the request of the duly constituted au- 
thorities of the Fair, and that any snob- 
bishness that may possibly be imputed 
to the scheme cannot possibly be imputed 
to the sitters, this weeding out will be a 
parlous process, While it was no griev- 
ance for a woman not to be invited, to 
reject her picture after applying for it 
is a procedure Which is with much diffi- 
culty to be distinguished from an insult. 
That, we may be quite sure, will be the 
view of the women whose pictures may 
be omitted, and who are sure to be 
thrown into a rage by the omission. From 
of old, “spretae injuria formae” has 
been one of the most efficient causes of 
feminine resentment. Moreover, the griev- 
ance of these women would be a real if 
not a very substantial grievance, since 
both their good looks and their social 
positions have already been adjudicated 
for the Fair. If the Board of Lady Man- 
agers has any preference in favor of a 
quiet life, it will refrain from “ going 
over” the selections of its predecessor, 
even though the result of adhering to the 
decision of that predecessor should be to 
hang their walls with a collection of 
freaks or nobodies, a result of which, 
really, there does not seem to be any 
danger. ‘ 


VETOED, NOT APPROVED. 


By the accident of an unhappy misun- 
derstanding TH Times yesterday ac- 
cused the Mayor of doing something that 
he had not done or thought of doing; in 
fact, he had done just the opposite. We 
criticised him for approving the bill re- 
constituting the municipal courts, and 
gave reasons which we thought valid and 
sufficient why the measure should have 
been vetoed. The Mayor had in fact al- 
ready refused to accept the bill in behalf 
of the city, and had returned it to Al- 
bany with his message of disapproval, 
which we here subjoin: 


I regard this measure as of doubtful con- 
stitutionality, and believe therefore that it 
should not become a law. Unconstitutional 
legislation affecting any department of gov- 
ernment is harmful, but irremediable when 
it involves the structure and jurisdiction of 
the courts. When a doubt on such a ques- 
tion therefore arises, prudence dictates but 
one sure course—its avoidance. 

I appreciate the necessity of improving 
existing conditions in this branch of our 
local judicial system, but the measure be- 
fore me is, in my judgment, far from an 
improvement, and until wiser anil safer 
legislation is passed it is better that these 
courts should remain as they are. 

The municipal ,court is distinctively the 
poor man’s court, and should be especially 
safeguarded so as to maintain a wholesome 
respect for public justice. The plan and 
seeming purpose of this bill will not inspire 
that respect. 

This measure, furthermore, entails upon 
the city a largely increased expense with- 
out justification or any prospect of com- 
pensatory advantage. 

For these reasons I refuse to accept the 
bill in behalf of the city.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—President Haines of the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals will 
certainly have no adverse criticism to en- 
dure because of his raid on the mail 
Wagon horses—except, perhaps, because he 
didn’t act more quickly than he did, and 
ordered out of service only two of the 
horses instead of a dozen or twenty. For 
several months past—ever since, in fact, 
the contractor discovered that he was los- 
ing money—these unfortunate servants of 
the Nation. have been getting thinner and 
thinner and limpier and limpier, and for some 
time their appearance has been almost as 
painful to sensitive observers as their ex- 
istence must have been to themselves. 
That animals thus employed should have 
been forced to work when sick and hungry 
inspires the inquiry why it is that in cer- 
tain kinds of business the horses used are 
always admirable alike for quality and 
condition, the obvious objects of generous 
feeding and intelligent and kindly cure, 
while those that toil in other industries are 
apparently chosen with a view to getting 
the worst possible representatives of the 
equine race, and are then kept alive with a 
little straw and a lot of whip. Who over 
saw a brewer's horse, or one belongipg to 
the great express companies, with ribs 
protrusive or coat unkempt? Who, on the 
other hand, ever saw an omnibus horse on 
a regular public line that did not disgrace 
the corporation that owned him and awake 
the sympathy of all beholders? And yet 
the keeping of good horses and keeping 
them well is, of course, merely a matter 
of business with the brewers and the ex- 
pressmen; at any rate, one can hardly be- 
lieve that they would do it if cheaper and 
leaner horses would do the same work at 
less expense, Why is it, then, that one set 
of men not at all noted for sentimentality 
invariably solve the horse question in one 
way, while others of much the same sort 
and with no greater regard for economies 
of operation reach a conclusion exactly the 
reverse? Horses in good condition un- 
doubtedly can do moré work and do it 
faster than sickly skeletons. They cost 
more to acquire, and more to maintain, but 
apparently there is profit as well as satis- 
faction in them for some, and the’ question 
before the house is how anybody can afford 
to starve or overwork his horses, or even 
to neglect their daily toilets. 


——While generously admitting that this 
paper and some others in the North intend 
no harm when they air their opinions on 
Southern problems, The Memphis Scimitar 
yet insists that we do harm every time we 
discuss matters of which we know so little, 
and most harm of all when we discuss the 
negro, of whom we know nothing at all 
and never will. What's more to the pur- 
pose, it tells us why. ‘The negro,’ it 
seems, “is inclined to draw unwarranted 
inferences that would never occur to a 
white man. For instance, when the news- 
papers denounce the practice of lynching, 
the negroes are inclined to take it as a 
condonement of the crime that leads to 
lynching, and the result is the apotheosiza- 
tion of the brute who is the victim of the 
mob.”" Even a Northern mind can see the 
possibility of truth in that statement, and 
can accept willingly on authority as good 


as that of The Scimitar, but, so far as we, 


have noticed, the Northern papers take 
great care, whem they denounce resorts to 
mob violence as a substitute for law, to 
keep the atrocity of the crime that some- 
times incites it well to the front in their 
comments, and the latter are no more like- 
ly to make the negroes draw false infer- 
ences than are the. similar denunciations 
that appear in many Southern papers. This 
seems to be admitted by The Scimitar, for 
ft adds: “It is safe to say that there is 
not an editor of a newspaper in the South 
who does not appreciate the ve menace 
to the country that lurks in the practice of 
lynch law, and yet many of them refrain 
fro mexpressing their detestation of it be- 
cause of their fear that the blacks would 
misconstrue their utterances.’’ That is *o 
us a novel theory in explanation of silence 
on the subject of lynching, and a very in- 
teresting one; but it doesn’t do much toward 
explaining the course of the few papers 
that either defend the mobs or excuse them 
so elaborately that the excuses amount to 
a defense, The Scimitar, however, sticks to 
its point, and tells us that ‘“‘ when the press 
of the North criticises the conduct of the 
Southern white people toward the negro 
with respect to any of the affairs where 
their interests touch, as in matters of edu- 
cation or indusiry or politics, the. negro 
jumps to the belief that he is a downtrod- 
den, unfortunate individual; that he is be- 
ing deprived of his rights, and, naturally, 
that he must use force to obtain that of 
which he is being deprived. He gets the 
idea that he will be supported by the North 
in any such movement.’’ Perhaps, but must 
we all, in discussing the questions of the 
day, keep the negro as well as the Young 
Person constantly in mind and never write 
anything that can disturb the childish caim 
of either? 


—A learned friend suggests that in the 
maxim, “the exception proves the rule,” 
the word “‘ proves” has, or had, or should 
have, its stricter meaning of ‘“ probes” 
r “tests.” That is, the exception probes 
or tests the rule as to its extent and 
finds its limitations. This theory, support- 
ed, as it is in our friend's communica- 
tion, by the Latin’s ‘‘exceptio probat 
regulam,” is sfifficiently impressive to 
make us endure with humility the accom- 
panying hint that we were reprehensibly 
negligent—or something worse—in not 
using so simple a means of explaining so 
simple a problem as the apparent incon- 
sistency of the maxim offers. We must 
confess, however, that we are not much 
helped by taking ‘‘ prove” in the sense 
of “test.” Whatever may have been the 
old-time meaning of the phrase under lis- 
cussion, its present meaning in common 
usage is that the existence of a rule is 
proved by the existence of an exception. 
The proof is pretty bad, logically; and 
it wouldn't stand for a moment in court, 
but somehow it serves in certain emer- 
gencies. Exceptions are bothersome things 
to say the best of them, and one must 
get around the nuisances in any convenient 
way. A way very convenient indeed, 
when an opponent picks a hole in your 
argument, is to say with gravity that 
“the exception proves the rule.” It will 
often silence him, at least for the moment, 
and, before he recovers, by the exercise 
of a little diplomacy you can usually 
change ground or bring up a new sub- 
ject, 


—wWe note with interest, but not at all 
with sufprise, that when an irreverent 
photographer exploded a flashlight powder 
and thereby scared the Methodists assem- 
bled in Los Angeles out of several years 
of spiritual growth, New York’s own and 
only Dr. Buckuey had the floor and was 
presenting a set of resolutions, The fact 
is that hardly anything could happen 
at a Methodist convention that would not 
happen when the good doctor had the 
floor and was either presenting resolu- 
tions or making a speech.

Jefferson Never Doubted the Right to 
Acquire Territory. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In an editorial on Monday last Tue Times 
makes the following statement: 

“The aéquisition of Louisiana, even by 
peaceful means, such as finally proved 
effective, was without warrant in the Con- 
stitution as interpreted by élither party. 
* * * Mr. Jefferson was so convinced of 
his own want of authority to do what he 
did that he urged on his Cabinet the pro- 
posal of an amendment to the Constitution, 
ratifying his action, and it was the Swiss 
statesman, Albert Gallatin, a more radical 
Democrat than Jefferson himself, who ad- 
vised the President to wait until the issue 
was forced.” 

Are you not in error in this statement? 
I admit that it has often been made by 
historians of acknowledged authority. 
They are, however, better scholars than 
they are lawyers, and perhaps did not ap- 
preciate the real nature of the legal doubt 
which was in Jefferson’s mind and that 
of his advisers. In the insular cases the 
archives of the Government were searched 
with great thoroughness to determine the 
real attitude of Jefferson and his Cabinet, 
and Attorney General Griggs, in his schol- 
arly and eloquent argument before the Su- 
preme Court in those cases, not only vindi- 
cated the Government’s contention, but in- 
cidentally the memory of Jefferson from 
that which has always been the greatest 
reflection on his sincerity. 

The difficulty seems to have arisen from 
the language of the treaty which was 
drafted by the authorities of the French 
Government; possibly by Napoleon. It not 
only ceded the territory, but it stipulated 
that “the inhabitants of the ceded terri- 
tory shall be incorporated into the Union 
of the United States.”’ Jefferson construed 
this language to be something broader 
than the mere acquisition of territory. He 
understood it to admit the inhabitants of 
the newly acquired territory into the part- 
nership of the States, under the constitu- 
tional compact, and he doubted the power 
of the Executive to confer the privileges 
of such partnership without an amendment 
to the Constitution. 

It is true that in a letter written to Sen- 
ator Breckenridge on Aug. 12, 1803, he does 
express some doubt as to his power to ac- 
quire territory at all, but other letters, 
written both previously and subsequently, 
show that the real character of his doubt 
was not as to the power to acquire terri- 
tory, but to ‘mcorporate it within the 
‘** Union,” that term signifying the Federal 
league under the Constitution. 

When, in January, 1803, the President de- 
cided to send James Monroe to France to 
buy New Orleans, his Attorney General 
suggested, to obviate any constitutional 
question, that the treaty should be so 
worded as to imply a mere revision of 
territorial boundaries. Jefferson submit- 
ted this suggestion to Gallatin, hisSecretary 
of the Treasury, who advised him “that 
the United States, as a Nation, have an 
inherent right to acquire territory.’’ To 
this letter Jefferson replied, in January, 
18038: 

“You are right, in my opinion, as to Mr. 
L’s {Attorney General Lincoln's] proposi- 
tion. There is no constitutional difficulty 
as to the acquisition of territory, and 
whether, when acquired, it may be taken 
into the Union by the Constitution, as it 
now stands, will become a question of ex- 
pediency, I think it will be safer not to 
permit the enlargement of the Union but 
by amendment of the Constitution.”” He 
thus clearly made a distinction between the 
territorial domain .of the United . States 
and the constitutional Union. 

He emphasized the distinction further 
by letter of July 7, 1803,,to William Dun- 
bar, in which, after stating that he in- 
tended to convene Congress to ratify the 
purchase, he “Said: 

“It is most necessary because they will 
be obliged to ask from the people an 
amendment of the Constitution authoriz- 
ing their receiving the province into the 
Union.” 

On Sept. 7, 1807, he wrote to his warm 
personal and political friend, Wilson Cary 
Nicholas: ‘‘I am aware of the force of 
the observations you make on the power 
given by the Constitution to Congress to 
admit new States into the Union without 
restraining the subject to the territory 
then constituting the United States. But 
when I consider that the limits of the 
United States are precisely fixed by the 
treaty of 1783, and that the Constitution 
expressly declares itself to be made for the 
United States, I cannot help believing that 
the intention was to permit Congress to 
admit into the Union new States which 
should be formed out of the territory for 
which and under whose authority alone 
they were then actin~.”’ 

Jefferson made a f.~ther distinction be- 
tween the territory o. the United States 
at the time of the formation of the Con- 
stitution and any subsequently acquired. 
As to the former, he felt that there was a 
power to form new States and incorporate 
them with the Union; but as to territory 
subsequently acquired he felt that a con- 
stitutional amendment would be made nec- 
essary, and he went so far as to draft one 
which read: 

“The province of Louisiana is incor- 
porated with the United States and made 
a part thereof.” 

In his message to Congress, when it 
finally met in October, 1808, he made no 
reference to his constitutional doubt, but 
left it entirely for Congress to determine 
as to the measure to be taken “for its 
[Louisiana's] incorporation into the 
Union,” 

It seems clear, therefore, that Jeffer- 
son made a clear distinction between the 
“Union,” by which he meant the con- 
stitutional compact of certain States, 
each of which was a member of a.part- 
nership, and the exterior territorial do- 
main which had been or might thereafter 
be acquired by such partnership. 

Apart from Mr. Jefferson’s opinions, it 
is also inaccurate to say that both parties 
interpreted the Constitution as forbidding 
the acquisition of Louisiana. On the con- 
trary, the question was warmly debated. 
The Federalists made the same distinc- 
tion as Jeffefson between acquisition and 
incorporation, and as the treaty sought 
to incorporate Louisiana into the consti- 
tutional Union they objected to it on that 
ground, The ability of this Government 
to hold colonial dependencies was re- 
peatedly affirmed in the course of the de- 
bates by members of the Senate, and the 
burden of the complaint was that Louisi- 
ana, under the treaty, had become a 
part of the parent State, and not a mere 
colonial dependency. Thus, Roger Gris- 
wold of Connecticut, in attacking the 
treaty, said: 

“New territory and new subjects may 
undoubtedly be obtained by conquest and 
by purchase; but neither the conquest nor 
the purchase can incorporate them into the 
Union. They must remain in the condition 
of colonies and be governed accordingly.” 

You will pardon, Mr. Editor, this too 
lengthy letter, but. as we are now cele- 
brating Jefferson’S’ most important achieve. 
ment, the time seems opportune to cor- 
rect, if possible, a too common error. 


Unfortunately this error, into which near- 
ly every historian has fallen, has had a 
considerable start, and it may be doubted 
whether the truth, which still exists in 
dusty archives, will ever catch up to it.

I would respectfully suggest that the new 
Rapid Transit tunnel should contain’ five 
tracks, two imposed above the other three, 
the three lower ones should be for expresa 
and semi-expréss trains, and the two up- 
per ones for way trains.

Only 100,000,000 Bugs Allowed in Glass 
of Milk. 
From The Boston Transcript. 

In the new milk regulations, just issued, 
the Boston Board of Health places the limit 
on the number of bugs that a person should 
swallow with a glass of milk at about 100,- 
000,000. Occasionally the milk inspectors will 
sample the milk in stores, restaurants, bake- 
ries, and shops to count the organisms, and 
if they find an excess will prosecute for vio- 
lation of the rules. The new article in the 
rules provides that no person shall bring into 
Boston for the purpose of sale any milk which 
contains more than 600,000 bacteria per cubic 
centimeter, or which has a temperature higher 
than 50 degrees. This amount is selected for 
convenience in examination, and represents 
about 80,000,000 to 100,000,000 in an ordinary 
glass of milk. This regulation will have the’ 
effect of inducing farmers to keep their sta- 
bles clean and well ventilated, because if the 
milk remains warm a long time and foreign 
substances come into it the bacteria increase 
at an enormous rate; kept down at 60 degrées 
the growth of bacteria is checked. The regula- 
tions require, also, that the milk in stores, 
restaurants, bakeries, and on the market shall 
be kept in cool, inspected refrigerators, no 
can to be kept on the outside longer than 
while the sale is being made.

“ All aboard!” shouted Prof. Bailey, as 
the Blackwell’s Island Ferryboat moved out 
from the foot of East Twenty-sixth Street. 
“All aboard for Blackwell's Island, the 
prison, and the hospital!” 

“Aye, aye, Sir!” replied the Yale in- 
quirers into the social evils of New York. 
They arrived yesterday morning at the 
Grand Central Station. There were sixty 
of them, graduates and undergraduates, all 
students of American sociology as expound- 
ed by Prof. William Bacon Bailey, best 
known in the corridors of Yale University 
as “Old Bill Bailey.” 

“The students,”’ the Professor explained 
gravely to ah interviewer, ‘‘ have been 
studying for some time the American social 
question in four sections—The Immigrant, 
The Dependent, The Delinquent, and The 
Defective. 

“What Thackeray called ‘ The Disgusted, 
The Distorted, and The Disreputable’ was 
another branch of sociology altogether. The 
object of bringing the young sociologists to 
New York was to give them actual obser- 
vation in each of the four ‘ D's.’ 

It was just after they had visited the 
Morgue, where they had been studying The’ 
Defunct, and had hastily embarked on the 
Blackwell's Island Ferryboat, that the pro- 
fessor cleared his throat, readjusted his 
classic eyeglasses and thus addressed his 
disciples: 

“Students of American sociology,’’ he said, 
while the breeze of the East River fanned 
his brow, “‘ we are now about to look upon 
the last stage but one of social degreda- 
tion. I refer to the penitentiary on Black- 
well’s Island, where you will see the De- 
linguent. The last stage you have looked 
upon—The Defunct. 

The professor then explained that the 
reason for beginning at the foot of the 
social abyss was that, as the students 
traveled backward, they would bear in 
their minds the memory of that last awful 
picture which they had just witnessed. 

The ferryboat heaved as he spoke, and 
some of the younger sociologists paled visi- 
bly and cast longing eyes upon the land. 

After Blackwell’s Island, said the pro- 
fessor, the next stage on the social ladder 
to be studied in the backward movement 
would be Ward's Island and the inebriate 
asylum, where the victims of the drink 


delinquency were confined, to be released 
only to drift later through Blackwell’s to 
that end-all of human suffering—the 
Morgue! 

After being led by the wardets of Black- 
well’s Island through the penitentiary and 
the hospital, where the students studied 
The De ective, the young sociologists, still 
led by the professor, who tapped each | 
ye rung of the social ladder with 

is silver-topped cane, sat down to a 
plain, ungarnished meal in the Poor House, 
where they saw The Dependent. 

Late in the afternoon the sixty sociolo- 
gists filed solemnly into the Mills Hotel No. 
1, led by the austere professor, whose only 
frivolity was a yellow vest. 

Such of the students as were able to eat 
after an afternoon that had been more 
mentally than physically appetizing, sat 
down to a ten-cent dinner in the restau- 
rant of the Mills, and later engaged rooms 
at 20 cents a bed. 

“And don't pay a cent more,” said the 
professor. 

Much sociology reposed in the Mills as a 
consequence. The night clerk said the other 
inmates slept just as well, and he could 
not detect the slightest difference between 
the “‘snore natural’’ and the “ respiration 
sociologic.”’ 

Before turning in for the night, however, 
the students, piloted by four Central Office 
detectives, went to Chinatown and the 
Bowery. They visited the ‘*‘ Joss house” 
and received the “glad hand” from the 
*“*Mayor.’’ They saw no opium dens, how- 
ever, being assured by the detectives that 
such things existed only in sociologic text 
books. Later they went to the Chinese 
Theatre. 

To-day Ellis Island, as representing 
The Immigrant, will come under the eagle 
eye of the American sociologists. In the 
afternoon they will visit the University 
Settlement and the Educational Alliance, 
after which Professor William Bacon 
Bailey will lead the retreat to Yale.

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RETURNING RACEGOERS 
IN TROLLEY CAR PANIC 


Controller Explodes and Ten Are 
Hurt in the Rush. 


FINE GRAFT FOR RACE LOSERS 


Some Who Didn’t Bet on Irish Lad Take 
a Chance on Damage Suits Against 
Railway Company. 


Ten persons were injured and seventy 
were panic stricken last evening at Bear 
Swamp and West Farms Road, Westchester, 
when a controller box on the rear platform 
of an open trolley car returning from the 
Morris Park races exploded. As a result 
of the accident the cars were blocked for 
about fifteen minutes. When another car 
Was brought up to tow the disabled car to 
the barn there were frequent delays, and 
the crowds in the cars behind, anxious to 
get home, were in a bad humor. 

There was a motley crowd on the dam- 
aged car, Every seat was taken and people 
were standing up in every available space. 

At the time the accident happened the 
thousands who saw the running of the 
great Metropolitan Handicap were pouring 
from the tracks and swarming the cars. 
The conductor of the car was collecting 
fares and the motorman, Thomas Genan, 
had full power on and was humming along 
when there was a sharp explosion, The car 
was going up an incline and came to a 
sudden stop. A jet of blue flame shot up 
from the controller box on the rear plat- 
form, the brass cover was torn off, and a 
shower of sparks flew in all directions. 

There was a wild scramble for safety, and 
in half a minute the car was empty. Those 
on the rear platform jammed their elbows 
through the windows, and the broken glass 
was sprinkled over the crowd struggling to 
free themselves, several being cut, though 
none seriously. \ 

James Coyle of Taylor Street, Van Nest, 
Was nearest to the controller, and got the 
worst of it. When he finally did free him- 
self from the jam, his hair had been singed 
and his face burned. He was then thrown 
to the floor of the car, trampled on, and 


severely bruised. The other injured suf- 
fered sprains and slight cuts. 

The conductor, John Dugan, ran to the 
rear of the car, pulled the trolley from the 
wire, and the blue flame died away. Two 
men in the crowd were physicians, and 
they helped to bind up the injuries of 
those most affected. 

Within five minutes the road was effect- 
ually blocked. In ten minutes the cars 
stretched as far back as the eye could see. 
Those in the stalled cars who had been 
standing jumped out to see what the trou- 
ble was, and the road was black with peo- 
* ple. It was fifteen minutes before a car 
was moved. 

The throng of touts homeward bound 
were quick to take a chance when they 
saw what had happened. Without a mo- 
ment’s hesitation they rushed up to the 
railway employes who were listing the 
sufferers, and insisted on having their 
names taken. 

“TI had dis twenty-buck pair o’ pants 
tored nearly off,’’ said one bedraggled 
specimen, who had been a hundred yards 
away when the controller exploded, as he 
exhibited a rent months old. When he 
saw his name entered he hustled off and 
buttonholed a friend. 

“Git in de game,” he whispered. * It 
may be.easy money, P4 dere’s no chance 
to lose. Tell ’em had wuz blowed 
through a winder an’ s iver’s sprained.”’

LA FARGES AT THE ARTS. 


Paintings, Water Colors, and Sketches 
for Windows and Illustrations. 


In the galleries of the National Arts 
Club the old Dutch and Italian paintings 
lent by Messrs. Durand-Ruel have given 
place to an exhibition that will interest 
very particularly American artists and art 
students. It consists of a few oil paintings 
and many water colors and drawings, by 
John La Farge, President of the Society of 
American Artists and of the Society of 
Mural Painters, one of the Governors of the 
club. 

Among the oil paintings are a view of 
Bishop Berkeley’s Rock at Paradise, New- 
port, looking out to sea over salt marsh 
just tinged with autumnal browns, very 
beautiful in its bleak simplicity; a delight- 
ful little evening view of Newport houses 
in the old town, not the villa colony; cer- 
tain decorative heads and figures painted 
with a grainy surface, &c. The water- 
colors range from a little sketch of a 
kneeling angel for a stained-glass window 
to a large landscape giving the hills and 
melting distances of one of the South Sea 
Islands, Hawaii, Tahiti, or Samoa. What 
may be of special interest to artists is the 
wealth of sketches which show the prog- 
ress of some big decoration like thése in 
the Church of the Paulist Fathers, its 
evolution from a summary design to the 
elaborate water-color picture, which is 
then translated into, an entirely different 
medium when put in glass, requiring al- 
most as much talent in the transfer as in 
the original picture. A remarkable compo- 
sition is a small figure of Abundantia 
planting one foot on a stair, using a leafy 
-tranch ag a staff, and carrying a cornu- 
copia on her ieft arm. The splendor of 
color and movement in this little picture is 
not easily described. A powerful nude 
swimmer is seen laying his head against 
the rising wave as he shoots forward. A 
little drawing may be the original idea for 
this virile and breezy water color. “ After 
the Bath” is a Samoan maiden leaning 
over to catch a mouthful of water from a 
mountain rill, Here are variants on the 
Siva dance of South Sea Islanders, the 
performers seated cross-legged and going 
through the strange concerted movements 
of the arms and head which are so sur- 
prising to those who see them for the first 
time. 

A delicate drawing and a water-color 
show the beginnings of the great Ames 
memorial window shown in these galleries 
some years ago; a charming little color 
impression, the origin of the “ Spring” 
window for William C. Whitney. The black- 
and-white sketches include little figures 
used in the series of illustrations—‘ Pied 
Piper of Hamelin,” ‘‘ Wolf Charmer,” 
“Bishop Hatto,’’ &c.—undertaken for an 
illustrated edition of Robert Browning’s 
poems. Here are some of the Japanese 
views—the waterfall in.the priest’s garden 
at Nikko, the Torii across the entrance to 
a temple, a colored memento of a pictur- 
esque bit of woodland and hill, with a red 
dwelling in just the right spot, looking 
I‘ke the abode of fairies rather than of 
men. These water colors are not smart, 
snappy affairs, such as we get from many 
Italian and French, and some British, art- 
ists, nor are they the mixtures of pastel 
and body color we find nowadays in our 
American water-color exhibitions. What 
must strike the observer is what one finds 
in Whistier, a lack of the professional, 
technical cleverness. In place of it we get 
a simple, practical, individual touch in 
works that, however small in size, have 
always something to say. 

This is the first time that the Arts Cluo 
bas shown an exhibition of the work of a 
single living artist. There have been ex- 
hibitions by four Western artists, by two 
animal and bird painters, by twenty Bos- 
ten artists, &c., and there have been me- 
morial exhibitions in honor of décéased 
painters—Breck, Champney, and others— 
but the Art Committee has fought shy of 
the living men, feeling that it might estab- 
lish a precedent very difficult to control. 
Although exhibitions follow each other at 
the Arts every fortnight during the season, 
October-June, there is such a demand for 


the galleries, not for pictures only, but for 
arts and crafts, that the most hardened 


ert committee finds itself in strajts. If 
the one-man shows can be made as inter- 
esting as this, all will be well. 


ART NOTES. 


A collection of thirteen water colors by 
Winslow Homer is placed in the lower gal- 
lery of M. Knoedler & Co., Fifth Avenue and 
Thirty-fourth Street, consisting of ten re- 
cent pictures from Florida and three of an 
earlier date taken at Bermuda. All have 
the characteristic boldness of Mr. Homer. 
Among the best is ‘‘ Taking on Wet Goods,” 
a negro hoisting a keg aboard a white 
steam yacht. The movement of light on the 
water, the strong drawing of yacht and 
rowboat, the management of clouds are 
certainly admirable in directness. ‘In the 
Florida Everglades’’ shows a panther 
climbing a palmetto and turning its head 
to growl at some disturbance. “The Shell 
Heap” shows a layer of prehistoric shells 
in the bank where the Indians once feasted. 
A view of inland Waters at Bermuda has a 
delightful handling of sky and streaky 
blue water. Many as are the water color- 
ists, yet Mr. Homer manages to express 
himself in this medium as no other.. It is 
a pity that he cannot be induced to send his 
work to the exhibitions of the two water- 


color societies here. 


Connecticut artists will have at St. Louis 
an exhibition of paintings in the State 
headquarters at the fair. Among the ex- 
hibitors are Bunce, Shurtleff, A. B. Talcott, 
Charles Noel Flagg, and the late Jared B. 
Flagg, Brandegee, C. H. Davis, R. C.

Museum, Berlin, certain old boxes were 
discovered not long ago containing broken 
bits of a mosaic. They had lain there since 
the reign of Frederich Wilhelm IV., the 
grand-uncle of the present Kaiser. On ex- 
amination they proved to be a large mosaic 
of Christ surrounded by saints and female 
musicians, which was bought half a century 
ago from the Church of San Michele, in 
Ravenna. The mosaic has been put to- 
gether and placed in a special room of the 
museum, It is not one of the ancient By- 
zantine mosaics for which Ravenna is fa- 
mous, but still a good many centuries old.

Among works by foreigners bought for 
the Luxembourg collection by M. Bénédite, 
the director, are ‘‘ Portrait of the Artist 
and His Daughter,’”’ by John Lavery, and 
pictures by Frank Brangwyn, J. H. Lori- 
mer, and Charles Conder, the fan-painter.

FOR .NEW YORK SHORT LINE. 


Reading Road to Reduce Length of 
Route to Philadelphia. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 5.—The Phila- 
delphia and Reading Railway Company to- 
day awarded a contract to Millard & Me- 
Graw to construct the first section of the 
New York Short Line between Neshaminy 
Falls and Cheltenham, and work will be 
started at once. 

The line, which will shorten the distance 


between this city and New York by rail, 
will be built at a cost for actual construc- 


tion work of about $80,000 per mile. 


DEATH OF MAURUS JOKAI 


Hungarian Novelist and Patriot 
Was-79 Years Old. 


HIS GREAT LITERARY ACTIVITY 


Is Said to Have Written Over 300 Vol- 
umes—Fought Against the Aus- 
trians in 1848. 


BUDAPEST, May 5.—Maurus Jokai died 


this evening from inflammation’ of the 
Jungs. 


For Maurus Jokai, Jokai Mor, as he was 
called, according to the national custom of 
placing the surname first, the Hungarian 
nation has had an affection which can 
hardlly be understood by foreigners. Jokai 
has been to the Hungarians the incar- 
nation of the national spirit. To them he 
was much more than their greatest writer; 
he was one of the leaders of 1848, and it 
was he who read the famous ‘“‘ Twelve 
Paragraphs” to the enthusiastic throng at 
Budapegt—those paragraphs which em- 
bodied the demands of the Magyars for 
liberty and for the restoration of their 
ancient Constitution. 

In the war which followed Jokai fought 
with heroism, and when it ended disas- 
trously for the Hungarians he was saved 
from capture by the narrowest chance, 
and had to remain in hiding for months. 
Later, realizing the hopelessness of an ap- 
peal to arms, he was a leader of the 
party which compromised with Austria, 
and which secured the liberties which the 
Hungarians at present enjoy. 

Once having accepted Austrian rule, Jo- 
kai was loyal. His country’s salvation, 
he perceived, could be effected under the 
conditions which had been obtained, and 
in Parliament, of which he was a member, 
he attacked those who opposed peace and 
harmony, contending that past differences 
with Austria must be forgotten if Hun- 
gary were to advance. 

And so, on the memorable celebration in 
1894 of the fiftieth anniversary of the com- 
pletion of his first literary work, it was 
not Hungarians alone who joined in the 
rejoicing. Emperor Francis Joseph created 
him a member of the House of Lords, 
members of the royal family sent auto- 


graph letters to him, Austrian institutions 
showered honors upon him. As for the Hun- 
garians, their enthusiasm was indescrib- 
able. From all parts of the country depu- 
tations traveled to present addresses and 
make presents to the author and cag 
he received the freedom of every Fa, oe 
the kingdom; a. national edition ux 
of his works was subscribed for five times 
over, and the Jubilee Committee obtained 
from its sale a profit of 100,000 florins, 
which was given to the author, 

In his literary activity Jokai can only 
be compared with Balzac among authors 
of modern times. Over’ volumes are 
said to have come from his pen. His 
rapidity and ease of production were ex- 
traordinary. Unlike Alexandre Dumas, he 
had na elpers. He was not only a 
novelist but a dramatist, a poet, a writer 
of fairy tales, a brilliant journalist, and 
an orator. 

Born at Komorn, on the Danube, seventy- 
nine years ago, Jokai was left an or- 
aay when he was twelve years old, but 

his own exertions managed to complete 
his education. He was married twice, first 
te Rosa Laborfalvi, regarded as the great- 
est Hungarian actress of the nineteenth 
century, and thirteen years after her death, 
which occurred in 1886, to Arabella Nagy, 
also an actress.

It Is Described as Comic and Deals with 
Washington Life.

Kinley, has written a two-act comic opera 
on Washington life.

FRANZ VON LENBACH DEAD. 


German Painter Was Sixty- 


seven Years Old. 
MUNICH, May 5.—Franz von Lenbach, 
the famous historical and portrait painter 


and President of the Munich Artists’ Asso- 
ciation, is dead. 


Famous 


Franz von Lenbach, admitted by almost 
all critics to be the greatest German paint- 
er of the last century, was born at 
Schrobenhausen, in Bavaria, Dec. 13, 1886. 
He at first followed the trade of his father, 
a master mason, but on his father’s death, 
in 1856, he entere@d the Munich academy .to 
study painting, and afterward was a pupil 
of Grifle andPiloty. He at first confined 
himself to genre painting, and his ‘“ Peas- 
ant Family in a Storm” excited much in- 
terest. 

In 1858 he went with Piloty to Rome, and 
there painted a picture of the Forum, 
which by its realism and its color created a 
great sensation in Munich. He then turned 
to portrait painting, taking the old masters, 
especially Rembrandt, as his models. 

In 1867 he exhibited a masterly portrait 
of the artist Von Hagn, and, after further 
travel in Italy and Spain, he returned to 
Munich, and soon became renowned for his 
portraits. 

Among Lenbach’s most celebrated pic- 
tures are portraits of Paul Heyse, Frans 
Lachner, Moltke, Bismarck, Dr. Délliver, 
Wagner, Liszt, the late King of Bavaria, 
Gladstone, the Emperor Francis Joseph, 
and the Emperors William I. and Will- 
iam II. 


OFFICE SEEKS AN OCCUPANT. 


Uncle Sam Cannot Find Postmaster for 
a Massachusetts Town.

WINSTED, Conn., May 5.—Calvin BE. 
Barnes, who has been Postmaster at Clay- 
ton, Mass., a small village twenty miles 
north of here, for the past thirty-one years, 
has resigned and moved to Winsted. Uncie 
Sam has posted a notice in his county 
stamp shop that the patrons of the office 
must suggest to the Post Office Depart- 
ment some competent person to fill the 
vacancy within fifteen days, or the office 
will be discontinued. 

‘ Nobody at Clayton wants the Postmaster- 
ship. John M. Rays took charge of the 
office for several days. The. receipts 
amounted to 81 cents a day on the aver- 
age, and he had to furnish his own fire- 
wood, which cost him 10 cents per day. 
The office will probably be abolished. 


COLUMBIA “MEDICOS” QUIT. 


Ninety-eight Students Say Ex Post Facto 
Fee Raising Is Unfair. 


As a result of the recent increase in the 
price of tuition ninety-eight students of 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons 
of Columbia University decided yesterday 
not to return to the college next year, but 
to go to other institution. 

A month ago the tuition fee was raised 
from $200 to $250 a year. The students 
held a meeting, and a long petition was 
sent to each member of the Board of 
Trustees. In the petition were included 
letters from Johns Hopkins, Harvard, Cor- 
nell, and other medical colleges, to the ef- 
fect that they made it a rule, when tuition 
prices were raised, that students who al- 
ready had been entered with a view to 
taking the entire course should not be 
affected by the increase. The students 
argued that it was a manifest injustice to 
increase the fee after they had entered the 
institution on the understanding that the 
charge would be $200 per year. 

The Trustees replied a few days ago, and 
refused to grant their request. A meeting 


of students was _ held yyaterdey, and the 
ninety-eight decided not to return, but to 
go to Cornell, Johns Hopkins, and other 
colleges. 

Another professor, Dr. Robert W. Taylor, 
resigned yesterday, making the seventh 
who has resigned within the year. The 
six preceding him were Professors Bull, 
Lefferts, Weir, Peabody, Tuttle, and Eliot. 


PAPER MILLS MAY § MAY SHUT DOWN. 


Effort to “Maintain Price Price of Print Paper 
by Lessening Supply.

APPLETON, Wis., May 5.—Paper mills 
of Wisconsin and Fox River Valleys may 
be shut down indefinitely on Saturday. 
The reason given is that the shut-down is 
necessary to maintain the price of print 
paper manufactured in these mills. Three 
times in the past six months all the State 
mills have been shut down to maintain 
prices. The supply is getting large again, 
and the manufacturers hope to see the 
stocks lowered before beginning their Sum- 
mer business.

Cortelyou ‘Won't Grant Chamber of Com- 
merce’s Request—Jesup Re-elected. 


Members of the Chamber of Commerce 
attended their one hundred and thirty- 
sixth annual meeting at the hall in Lib- 
erty Street yester@ay afternoon, when 
Presidént Jesup reported that the Cham- 
ber was in most excellerit condition, and 
that its work during the year had not 
only added to its local fame, but had 
produced results throughout the country.

MORE FREE RIDES TO SCHOOL. 


Dowling Bill, Signed by Governor, May 
Help Some. 


A better opportunity to make contracts 
with car companies for the transportation 
of school children may be given the Board 
of Education, now that Gov. Odell has 
Signed the Dowling bill, which authorizes 
agreements for the children at a rate not 
exceeding half fare, to be paid out of the 
Special school fund. Heretofore, the Sup- 
ply Department, following the requirements 
of the charter, has been compelled to rely 
upon stages, as the car companies would 
not answer advertisements requesting bids, 
For the last fifteen years the board has 
been transporting pupils gratis in the rural 
districts, and now it carries many from 
crowded districts. The average stage fare 
has been 5 or 6 cents. One car has been 


furnished the board by the Metropolitan 
Company during this year for the trans- 
portation of children from Two Hundred 
and Eighth Street to schools on One Hun- 
dred and Sixty-ninth and One Hundred and 
¥orty-sixth Streets at 2% cents each. 

City Superintendent Maxwell said yes- 
terday that he believed that the Dowling 
bill would be of little use as a means of 
saving the city money, as it included no 
provision that the car companies must 
enter into contracts. The cost of trans- 
porting pupils this year will reach $30,000.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks Heavy; Call Money Easy, 
1 1-4@1 1-2. 


Mriaes Yield in a Market Still Profes- 
wsitni— The Day’s News Not 
Very Encouraging. 


Yesterday was Wall Street’s day for 
its chill, and it arrived as per schedule 
without any other especial excuse or rea- 
son. How little importance attaches to 
the general fractional decline’ appears 
from the fact that not one representative 
property moved a point. Among the spe- 
cialties were several wider movements, 
none of which is associated with devel- 
opments of general interest. Metropoli- 
tan’s fall was attributed to selling by an- 
other interest than the one heretofore as- 
sociated with the softness of this stock. 
Pennsylvania sold off % upon deduction 
of its dividend, and now looks cheap ac- 
cording to its friends and dear according 
te those who are waiting to cover their 
shorts. Union Pacific advanced an \% 
and Southern Pacific declined an %. This 
does not fairly measure the good effect 
of Mr. Harriman’s stimulating interview, 
as there was some anticipatory buying. 
Proébably not less than a full point’s rise 
was caused by his authoritative account 
of his properties’ excellent outlook. Steel 
preferred gained 14, but the 5s lost %4. 
The accompanying news was the discon- 
tinuance of dividends by the Shelby Iron 
Company—which was significant in this 
connection only as an indication of the 
condition of the iron trade—and the an- 
nouncement of the dissolution of the syn- 
dicate for converting the trust’s preferred 
shares into its bonds. The suggestion is 
that there will be pressure to sell the re- 
leased bonds. The syndicate are not in- 
vestors, and did not go into the operation 
for acquiring the bonds, or for their 
health. They were in search of bank- 
ers’ profits, and want their resources free 
for further business. Any of them might 
be desirous to hold the bonds for realiza- 
tion at a better time were it not likely 
that some of them will certainly sell, 
thus taking the market away from those 
who might otherwise be willing to wait. 
The market cannot well improve until 
such leading securities as these can do 
better. Every bond is hurt by the price 
of the Steel 5s, and the same is true of 
every preferred industrial. The tone of 
the bond market was relatively better, 
and its volume a little larger. ' 

The day’s general news was mixed. 
The weakness of Kafirs is significant 
here both because of sympathy with the 
London market and because of infer- 
ences regarding some check to the gold 
supply. The intimation of full time by 
the Lancashire mills promises a demand 
for our cotton, which may release a sim- 
ilar vaiue of gold. There seems to be no- 
body willing to estimate how much gold 
we shall export, or at what point it will 
cause inconvénience. It is being re; 
marked that the exports have diminish- 
ing relation to the Panama payment, 
whose total is the minimum instead of 
the probable maximum of the loss of re- 
serves. Money is encouragingly irre- 
sponsive, but is at last appreciably firm- 
er, even if not quotably higher. There 
was crop news. to suit every wish. The 
truth is that the crop is in the making, 
not made, and that its future is uncer- 
tain. Cotton and corn were stronger, and 
wheat was irregular. Chicago Great 
Western, which has just won one rate 
war, has started another to meet the 
competition of Wabash.

It sold 
ex-dividend of 3 per cent., but in ad- 
dition lost three-quarters of a point, 
Early in the day it was stated that a 
drive would be made against the stock, 
and in view of the narrowness of the mar- 
ket and the small limits to which the 
fluctuations of active stocks have been 
confined recently, the loss in Pennsylva- 
nia must have been fairly satisfactory 
to those responsible for it.

Money Rates Marked Up. 

A number of the banks and trust com- 
panies yesterday advanced the rate on

STEEL SYNDICATE’S END NEAR. 


Street Cannot Figure Whether 
Members Won or Lost. 


The expected official. announcement of 
the dissolution of the United States Steel 
Syndicate, which had been formed in 1 2 
for the purpose of subscribing to the stock 
conversion plan and bond issue of that cor- 
poration, was made yesterday by J. P. 
Morgan & Co., in letters to the 1,000 or 
more individuals making up the syndicate. 

According to the letters, which were sent 
out Wednesday night, the syndicate man- 
agers will. be ready to make disbursements 
on May 17. On that day there will be de- 
livered. to the members the bonds to which 
they are entitled upon the payment of the 
remainder of their share of the cash sub- 
scription. This will amount to about 22 per 
cent. The total paid-in cash from the syn- 
dicate members therefore will amount to 
47 per cent. of their subscription, for they 
were called to pay 25 per cent. in October 
last. 

Of course, Wall Street was interested in

trying to figure out the losses or profits’ 


of the syndicate members, but this was 
found to be quite an impossible task, be- 
cause there was nothing to show at what 
price the stock, which the individual mem- 


bers exchanged for bonds, was bought. 
was figured that if the stock was bought 
above the price now fsuling for the bonds, 
the members must have sustained a loss. 
If the stock was bought below that figure, 
they made a profit. On the profit side of 
the syndicate transaction must appear 53 
per cent. of $20,000,000, for that amount of 
bonds was subscribed to for cash,. but the 
members were called on to pay only 47 per 
cent. of the total, showing that the syndi- 
cate operations must have netted enough to 
pay the balance. 

At the office of J. P. Morgan an explana- 
tion of the letters sent out to syndicate 
members was refused. George W. Perkins 
declined to say whether there had been a 
profit or a loss. He said he did not care 
how any one would figure it out.

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CONSOLIDATED EXCHANGE 
EXPELS TWO MEMBERS 


Board of Governors Starts a Clear- 
ing Out Campaign. 


LEARY. AND HALE GO FIRST 


Charges Against Other Brokers Are Be- 
ing Investigated and Result May 
Be Announced To-day. 


The Board of Governors of the Consoli- 
dated Stock and Petroleum Exchange has 
decided to rid that body of all members 
against whom questionable methods in the 
transaction of business or direct connection 
with bucket shops can be proved to the 
satisfaction of the board. 

After announcing from ‘the rostrum on 
the floor yesterday the expulsion of T. H. 
Leary and J. Frank Hale, the governors 
had another protracted meeting late in the 
afternoon. The board examined several 
witnesses and was in session for three 
hours, but when it was all over they de- 
clared that no announcement would be 
made until this morning. It is known, how- 
ever, that the board considered the names 
of at least two members who have been 
the subjects of inquiry for some time. 
President Randolph would not give the 
names, and Vice President Wagar made 
only a short statement as follows: 

“T want to say that the action that we 
took last night and what we have done 
to-night has nothing whatever to do with 
the Woodend case. One of the men we had 
up to-night has been under investigation 
for a month, and we would have done what 
we did whether Mr. Woodend had failed or 
not.”’ 

The men whose expulsion was announced 
in the morning have been connected with 
the Exchange only a short time. Leary 
became a member in April, 1903, and Hale 
was admitted only in January last. The 
former was the head of the firm of Leary 
& Co., with offices at 41 Wall Street, and 
Hale belonged to the firm of Longley, Hale 
& Co, of 52 Broadway, with offices in Bos- 
ton and other cities.

MAN FOUND UNCONSCIOUS DIES

WOODEND ACCUSER ABSENT. 


Case Goes Over—Mrs. Woodend Sues to 
Set Aside Mortgage. 


Dr. W. E. Woodend walked into thé 
Tombs Court yesterday afternoon to find 
that E. M. Goodwyn of Petersburg, Va., 
upon whose complaint, charging grand lar- 
ceny, he was to be arraigned, was not 
even in the city. As Goodwyn’s complaint 
furnishes the basis for the criminal ac- 
tion against Dr. Woodend, the examina- 
tion, which was fixed for 2 o'clock, went 
over for a week. Norman J. Marsh, coun- 
sel for Goodwyn, seemed much perturbed 
by the failure of his client to be on hand. 

District Attorney Jerome announced that 
unless Goodwyn was on hand Thursday 
next a warrant would issue for his arrest 
charging him with compounding a felony. 

Dr. Woodend laughed when he was asked 
if a settiement had been reached with 
Goodwyn. ‘* Why there’s nothing to set- 
tle,” said the doctor. “It doesn’t concern 
me what course Goodwyn pursues. I*have 
done nothing wrong. 

“I was on Wall Street to-day for a 
little while. It was most gratifying to 
me to have President Randolph of the 
Consolidated Exchange voluntarily make 
the statement that I was a member in 
good standing, and that no charge of 
wrongdoing of any kind had been brought 
against me during my three years in the 
Exchange.” 

R. D. Rumley, who was Dr. Woodend’s 
cashier, spent most of yesterday in the 


office of Irving G. Ernst, counsel for Re- 
ceiver Gruber, going over the books of the 
collapsed concern. 

“The Woodend failure 
said Mr. Rumley, ‘just as its business 
career was. So far as I know not a 
single order ever handled by the company 
was bucketed. The liabilities of the com- 
pany will not exceed $180,000, and the 
assets will be found, to be fully $50,000.’’ 

Mrs. Woodend, through her attorneys, 
Bigham & Wagner, yesterday filed suit 
in the. Supreme Court against George V. 
McMullen and Sanford B. Evans to have 
the second mortgage executed in their [a- 
vor by her upon her home, 71 West Sixty- 
eighth Street, set aside. She- alleges in 
her complaint that she executed the mort- 
gage under duress, inasmuch as her hus- 
band was threatened with imprisonment if 
she did not sign the papers.

WOMAN PLUNGES FROM 
WILLIAMSBURG BRIDGE 


Takes Fatal Leap Despite Efforts 
of Police to Save Her. 


THEY NEARLY FALL TO RIVER 


Suicide Is Believed to Have Been the 


Wife of a Brooklyn Saloon Keeper 
—She Dreaded Sanitarium. 


For the first time since its opening last 
Decémber, the new Williamsburg Bridge 
yesterday was the scene of a suicidal leap 
into the East River. About daybreak a 
woman, now thought to be Mrs. Frederick 
Schmidt of 398 Lexington Avenue, Brook- 
lyn, plunged from the new structure, 
thoygh two policemen made an attempt to 
prevent her. 

Frederick Schmidt, who is in the liquor 
buSiness at Myrtle and Vanderbilt Avenues 
in Brooklyn, told the police that the sul- 
cide probably was his wife. He said to 
Capt. Driscoll in the Bedford Avenue Sta- 
tion that his wife, who was thirty-three 
years old, and the mother of five children, 
had been slightly demented since she under- 
went an operation a year ago. Of late, he 
said, she had frequently threatened sul- 
cide from the Wililamsburg Bridge. He 
said his wife, who was to have been placed 
in a sanitarium yesterday and dreaded this, 
had stolen out of the house in the night 
while the family wus asleep. : 

The woman appeared on the bridge from 
the Brooklyn end, and walked along the 
north driveway, keeping close to the inside 
failing. When near the centre of the 
river span, where the structure is 145 feet 
above the water, she passed Policeman 
Donlan. She had gone about fifteen or 
twenty feet further when, gripping an up- 
right, she climbed over the guardrail into 
the space allotted to the surface cars, and 


ran nimbly along one of the huge girders 
on which the rails for the cars are to be 
placed. 

Donlan gave a warning cry that aroused 
the attention of Policeman Levy, who was 
on duty nearby. Both policemen ran to 
the spot where the woman had jumped 
over the railings, and reached it about the 
same time. They tried hard to reach her, 
but in their hurry both slipped and fell, 
and came near plunging into the river 
themselves. Before they could stop her 
she had reached an open space between two 
girders which provides a clear opening to 
the river. There she flung her hands in 
the air and jumped. 


POLICEMAN BEYERS CONVICTED 


Sonner Testifies Both Profited by Prom- 
ising City Jobs. 


Rudolph Beyers the policeman of the Mer- 
cer Street Police Station, who was charged 
with obtaining money by promising places 
on the police and fire departments, was 
convicted yesterday in Special Sessions. 
Emil A. Sonner, who had pleaded guilty to 
a like charge, was the principal witness. 
It is believed that Sonner profited most 
largely in the scheme of obtaining money 
from aspirants for police jobs. Assistant 
Disirict Attorney Kresel prosecuted the 
case. 

William Hauck, a truckman of 121 Ave- 
nue A, testified that he had paid $350 for 
a place, but did not get it. Sonner offered 
to settle the case for $150. Refusing the 
offer, Hauck stated that he made his com- 
plaint to the District Attorney’s office, and 
later received his money back through 
strangers. 

Sonner testified that he gave $50 of the 
$350 he received from Hauck to Beyers. 


He declared that since his arrest the money 
had been returned by him to Hauck. No 
part of the money he received, according 
to his statement, was used to further 
Hauck’s appointment, 

Sonner said he had been in this business 
of getting money from people by promising 
public positions for the last six or seven 
years, and that he had known Beyers for 
that length of time. 

Justice Olmsted postponed sentence until 
to-day. Beyérs was permitted to go under 
his original bail of $2,000. Sonner was con- 
fined in the Tombs in default of bail. 


MAYOR CHOOSES F. L. C. KEATING.
